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PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION 
IN BRITAIN 


A Selection of the Literature 


F. M. G. WILLSON 


THE term ‘public administration’ is usually taken to mean the organisation 
and work of governmental institutions with primarily executive functions. 
In Britain such institutions fall into three major categories. First are the 
departments of the central Government, responsible directly to Ministers and 
through Ministers to Parliament, with headquarters in London or Edinburgh 
and in many cases outposts scattered over the country, staffed by the members 
of a unified Civil Service. The second group of administrative institutions is 
composed of elected Local Authorities. These latter are independent corpora- 
tions with statutory functions, some operating singly in large towns, others 
operating in two or three tiers, each tier having its own particular 
functions, and each local Authority employing its own staff, though on 
standard conditions nationally negotiated. The third category of institutions 
covers a host of public and usually statutory bodies, varying greatly in size, 
constitution and function, each employing staff on its own terms, and each 
having some special relationship—which may itself vary in practice from 
near autonomy to near subordination—to a Minister. This article, which is 
to be concluded in a subsequent issue, is necessarily restricted. It deals only 
with books and official papers on some of the main aspects of the first and 
part of the third groups—i.e., with the central administration, with those 
large public authorities which are concerned with the nationalised industries, 
and with some parts of the administrative organisation of the national 
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schemes of social welfare. While most of the items listed are easily obtainable, 
a few important out-of-print books have also been included. These must be 
consulted in libraries: they are differentiated from other books listed in these 
articles by the absence of prices. 


The reader unfamiliar with British Government who wishes to study those 
parts of British public administration which are the main concern of these 
articles would, however, be ill-advised to begin directly with the more 
specialised material. He would find himself bewildered, if he did so, by 
references to or assumptions about the general nature of the system of 
government as a whole. A minimum background knowledge is therefore 
essential, and that background should include not merely a general outline 
of the constitutional framework but, in addition, some appreciation of recent 
historical development and at least a slight acquaintance with the scope of 
local government, so that the arrangements and activities of the central 
departments and statutory authorities can be seen in their proper national 
perspective. 


So far as history is concerned, a brief sketch of the whole of our constitu- 
tional development is given by S. B. Chrimes in English Constitutional History 
(2nd edition, 1953, Oxford University Press, Home University Library, 
7s.6d.). For the important recent period, K. B. Smellie’s A Hundred Years of 
English Government (2nd edition, 1951, Duckworth, 25s.) is the only work 
which relates administrative to political, economic and social change over 
the years from 1832 to 1949. There is no really adequate account of the 
development of local government, but Professor Smellie has written a short 
introductory History of Local Government (2nd edition, 1950, Allen & Unwin, 
16s.). The structure of the central administration and the distribution of 
functions among departments since the beginning of the First World War is 
fully treated in The Organization of British Central Government 1914-1956, 
a Survey by a Study Group of the Royal Institute of Public Administration, 
edited by D. N. Chester, written by F. M. G. Willson (1957, Allen & Unwin, 
32s.). A valuable collection of essays on developments over a slightly shorter 
period is British Government since 1918, by Lord Campion and others (1950, 
Allen & Unwin, for the Royal Institute of Public Administration, 16s.). The 
essays cover the parliamentary system, the Cabinet, the central departments, 
administrative law, quasi-government bodies, and local government. 
A short history of the Civil Service is E. W. Cohen: The Growth of the 
British Civil Service, 1780-1939 (1941, Allen & Unwin). Recent trends in 
governmental finance are discussed by U. K. Hicks in British Public Finances: 
Their Structure and Development, 1880-1952 (1954, Oxford University Press, 
Home University Library, 7s.6d.). 


Anyone deeply interested in war administration may turn to the immensely 
detailed volumes which make up the official History of the Second World War, 
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United Kingdom Civil Series. While the sheer size of this undertaking— 
more than twenty large volumes have already appeared—will no doubt deter 
any but the specialist, much can be learned from it not merely of the letter 
but also of the spirit of public administration in Britain in peace as well as in 
war. It would be out of place to list all the component books in the series 
here, but three of the introductory volumes may be mentioned. They not 
only cover between them most of the field, but as they describe the economic 
and social impact of the war on the organisation and working of government, 
they provide a valuable background to present arrangements. Each volume 
is published by H.M. Stationery Office and Longmans. They are: W. K. 
Hancock and M. M. Gowing: British War Economy (1949, 30s.); M. M. 
Postan: British War Production (1952, 32s.6d.); and R. M. Titmuss: Problems 
of Social Policy (1950, 253.). 


We may now turn from history to general works on contemporary 
British institutions. A valuable and readable guide is Britain: An Official 
Handbook (issued periodically by the Central Office of Information—H.M. 
Stationery Office, 1956 edition, 15s.). On the current constitutional scene, a 
thumb-nail sketch, prepared for the British Council, is contained in W. A. 
Robson’s pamphlet The British System of Government (4th edition, 1952, 
Longmans, 2s.). Longer ‘short’ introductions include W. Harrison: The 
Government of Britain (4th edition, 1957, Hutchinson, 10s.6d.); and Sir Ivor 
Jennings: The British Constitution (3rd edition, 1950, Cambridge University 
Press, 18s.). Among the many short general introductions to local govern- 
ment are E. C. R. Hadfield and J. E. MacCall: British Local Government 
(1948, Hutchinson, 7s.6d.); Sir John Maud and S. E. Finer: Local Government 
in England and Wales (2nd edition, 1953, Oxford University Press, Home 
University Library, 7s.6d.); and J. H. Warren: The English Local Government 
System (reprinting, Allen & Unwin, 15s.). The administrative side of the 
courts of law is admirably dealt with in R. M. Jackson: The Machinery of 
Justice in England (2nd edition, 1953, Cambridge University Press, 35s.). The 
reader who, after studying one or two of the books mentioned so far, would 
like to have a general picture of the administrative institutions of the country, 
might very well turn to E. N. Gladden’s Introduction to Public Administration 
(and edition, 1952, Staples Press, 15s.). A comprehensive study entitled 
Central Administration in Britain by W. J. M. Mackenzie and J. W. Grove 
will be published in November 1957 (Longmans, 35s.). 


At the highest level, administrative matters concern the Cabinet. The 
Cabinet has given its name to Britain’s whole system of government, and its 
role is therefore the theme of several major studies. Of these studies, Sir Ivor 
Jennings: Cabinet Government (3rd edition in preparation, Cambridge 
University Press) and A. B. Keith: The British Cabinet System (and edition by 
N. H. Gibbs, 1952, Stevens & Sons, 40s.) are standard works. Equally impor- 
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tant is Government and Parliament, by Herbert Morrison (1954, Oxford 
University Press, 27s.6d.). This study, by one of the leading Ministers in the 
Labour Government of 1945-51, is in no sense a ‘party political’ book, but 
an authoritative commentary on Britain’s system of Government ‘from the 
inside’. All three books touch on wider administrative topics than the 
working of the Cabinet itself, as does a stimulating set of lectures: L. S. 
Amery’s Thoughts on the Constitution (2nd edition, 1953, Oxford University 
Press, 12s.). 


The basis of the present departmental arrangements for directing national 
defence is laid down in a White Paper on Central Organisation for Defence 
(1946, Command Paper 6923, H.M. Stationery Office, 6d.). The handling of 
relations between the British Government and international agencies is 
described in United Kingdom Administration and International Organisations, a 
Report by a Study Group of the Royal Institute of Public Administration 
(1951, Royal Institute of International Affairs, 4s.). The use of committees 
at various levels of public administration—and elsewhere—is discussed in 
K. C. Wheare: Government by Committee (1955, Oxford University Press, 
25s.). Advisory Bodies: A Study of their Uses in Relation to Central Government, 
1919-1939, edited by R. V. Vernon and N. Mansergh (1941, Allen & Unwin, 
18s.) is useful as a guide to the sort of bodies consulted by the central 
administration, though some of the details are now out of date. 


During and since the Second World War the acceptance of new economic 
theories and the changed domestic and international economic conditions 
have greatly modified the position of Government vis-d-vis the national 
economy. But the basic procedures of financial administration, which involve 
the central departments and Parliament, have remained relatively untouched, 
and the student can safely be referred to two sound pre-war expositions of the 
subject—J. W. Hills and E. A. Fellowes: The Finance of Government (2nd 
edition, 1932, Phillip Allan); and E. Hilton Young: The System of National 
Finance (3rd edition, 1936, Murray). The scope of the Treasury, on the other 
hand, has been much extended since 1939 and there is no recent book which 
gives a comprehensive picture of its organisation and work. The Treasury 
is often called the ‘central’ department because of its wide concern for the 
overall arrangement of the Civil Service and the central administration, in 
addition to its primary work as a “Ministry of Finance and Economic Affairs’. 
A polished commentary on the financial and economic side of the depart- 
ment’s activities is Treasury Control, by S. H. Beer (1956, Oxford University 
Press, 15s.). A book which is mainly concerned with the parliamentary side 
of financial supervision—Basil Chubb: The Control of Public Expenditure 
(1952, Oxford University Press, 30s.)—is nonetheless important for an under- 
standing of the position of the Treasury and the system of audit throughout 
the central administration. The development of ‘Organisation and Methods’ 
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in the central departments, in which the Treasury played and plays an impor- 
tant part, is described and discussed in the Fifth Report from the Select Com- 
mittee on Estimates, 1946-47 (House of Commons Paper 143, H.M. Stationery 
Office). 

Up-to-date studies of all the main Government departments are being 
prepared under the auspices of the Royal Institute of Public Administration 
and published by Allen & Unwin as volumes in the New Whitehall Series. 
The United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland is made up of 
four countries—England, Scotland, Wales and Northern Ireland. Many of 
the departments—including all those dealing with external affairs and defence 
—have headquarters in London and are common to all four countries, or 
have full jurisdiction in England and Wales and partial jurisdiction in 
Scotland and Northern Ireland. Some “London’ departments concern them- 
selves only with Great Britain—i.e. England, Scotland and Wales—or with 
England and Wales alone. The following books in the New Whitehall Series 
describe some of the departments in these first two groups: Sir Frank 
Newsam: The Home Office (1954, 15s.); Lord Strang and others: The Foreign 
Office (1955, 18s.); Sir Charles Jeffries: The Colonial Office (1956, 18s.); and 
Sir Harold Emmerson: The Ministry of Works (1956, 15s.). A fifth volume, 
on The Ministry of Pensions and National Insurance, by Sir Geoffrey King, is 
to be published during 1957. A very detailed account of the organisation and 
functions of most of the departments which deal in some respects with the 
whole of the United Kingdom or Great Britain is contained in Volumes II 
and III of the Memoranda submitted to the Royal Commission on Scottish 
Affairs and published by H.M. Stationery Office in 1953 (Vol. Il, 5s., Vol. Ill, 
6s.). The machinery of Commonwealth relations in Britain is set out very 
fully in H. J. Harvey: Consultation and Co-operation in the Commonwealth 
(1952, Oxford University Press for the Royal Institute of International 
Affairs, 35s.).

Sweet & Maxwell, 7s.6d. (Interleaved copy 15.). 1957. 21 cm. 198 pages. 

A new edition of an invaluable quick reference guide to English legal publications, 
with some coverage for the remainder of the British Isles, the Commonwealth and 
foreign countries. The first part is sub-divided under legal subjects with references 
to appropriate authors, after which comes an alphabetical list by authors, showing 
author, title, edition, date of publication and price, followed by a list of Command 
Papers, etc., of legal interest published from 1900 to 1956, law reports and periodicals 
cutrently published in Scotland and Ireland. Finally we are given a very full list 
of law reports showing the period their reports cover, and accepted abbreviations.

Here is the first issue of a work of reference which will be indispensable to librarians, 
publishers, composers, performers, teachers and dealers. It is based on the music 
currently deposited at the British Museum under the Copyright Act, and excludes 
only modern dance music and certain types of popular music. It includes books on 
music. The catalogue falls into two sections. The first is an index of titles, series, 
composers, authors and arrangers. From this reference is made to the second section, 
containing full entries for all publications, classified, by form and character, according 
to an ingenious system of literal notation. The value of the catalogue will increase 
with successive parts, which will be accumulated yearly, and ultimately, it is hoped, 
five-yearly.

THE CONSERVATION OF BOOKS AND DOCUMENTS. W. H. 
Langwell. Pitman, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 136 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
In recent years research on the problems associated with the conservation of archives 
has greatly increased. As the results are often difficult of access the present volume is 
very welcome, particularly as the author is a professional chemist and an amateur 
bookbinder—a most useful combination. The emphasis of the book is on prevention 
of deterioration rather than cure by repairs, but although this may seem to be of more 
interest to archivists than bookbinders, the latter will find much to interest them in 
the chapters dealing with Sewing Materials, Adhesives, and so on. Those who are 
responsible for archives in tropical areas will be specially interested in Mr. Langwell’s 
comments on fungicides and fumigants. This is a carefully compiled work.

PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


LIGHT AND ENLIGHTENMENT. A Study of the Cambridge Platonists 
and the Dutch Arminians. Rosalie L. Colie. Cambridge University Press, 20s. 1957. 
20 cm. 176 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

Books which trace the links between different traditions of thought perform a service 

to scholarship. Miss Colie’s study of the ideas of More and Cudworth on the one 

hand and of the disciples of the Dutch theologian Arminius on the other throws 
much light upon a crucial phase in the history of European thought. These philosophers 
and theologians in a and Amsterdam were alike fighting for liberty of 
conscience and the rights of reason; at the same time they were opposed to the 
rationalism of Descartes with its mechanistic implications. The quarrel between 
these latter-day Platonists and the followers of Descartes, Hobbes and Bayle is not 
yet settled. Hence this fresh and clearly-written study is of topical as well as of historical 
interest. (109-4) 


SELECTED CONTRIBUTIONS TO PSYCHO-ANALYSIS. John 
Rickman. Compiled by W. Clifford M. Scott. Introductory Memoir by Sylvia 
M. Payne. Hogarth Press and the Institute of Psycho-Analysis, 30s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 
412 pages. Bibliography. Index. (International Psycho-Analytical Library) 

Dr. Rickman was one of the older British Freudians, greatly respected by psycho- 

analysts and psychologists. The best of these reprinted papers (e.g., that on the place 

of psychotherapy in psychiatry, or the long survey of analytical theories of the 
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psychoses) show his capacity for honest and painstaking exposition and at times his 
acute clinical insight. Despite dogmatism and an wteinakenad of sly superiority, 
there is no mystification by unexplained jargon, and these papers are useful for 
students. Others were written for topical occasions and their reprinting now serves 
mainly as a memorial to the author. (131-34) 


INSTINCT IN MAN in the light of Recent Work in Comparative 
Psychology. Ronald Pleeher Allen & Unwin, 40s. 1957. 24 cm. 348 pages 
Bibliography. Index. 

Dr. Fletcher, Lecturer in Sociology in the Umversity of London, provides a close 

examination of the instinct theories of early 20th century psychologists, of instinct 

in Freudian theory, and of the relation between these earlier views and the recent 
studies of animal motivation by comparative ethologists. His statement and sifting 
of Freud’s views are especially thorough. With its simple and comprehensible, though 
prolix, writing, the book will be useful for students of the social sciences in showing, 
as it admirably does, the large measure of agreement on human motivation implied 
by various schools of psychology, despite their differences of approach and 
formulation. (158-42) 


THE LOGICAL PROBLEM OF INDUCTION. Georg Henrik von 
Wright. 2nd revised edition. Blackwell (Oxford), 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 262 pages. 
Bibliography. 

The author, Professor of Philosophy in the University of Helsingfors, examines the 

logical character of inductive inferences to furnish a way out of the apparent impasse 

resulting from Hume’s denial that induction can be justified as a basis for reasoning. 

Wright examines the various attempts to meet Hume’s position but demonstrates 

that this can only be done satisfactorily when it is realised that the justification of 

induction is a problein not of nature but of language. This revised and extended 
edition of a standard discussion of the topic, first published in 1941, is suitable only 

for specialists in logic and the philosophy of science. (161)

THE LETTERS OF LUKE THE PHYSICIAN. Roger Lloyd. Allen & 
Unwin, 12s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 192 pages. 
This brilliant and imaginative reconstruction of the life of St. Luke, and indeed of 
the primitive Church, is cast in the form of letters to, from, and about St Luke. In 
every case but one we meet the writers as names or persons in the New Testament. 
The exception, Issachar, prominent in the “League for the Defence of the Law’, 
epitomises more effectively than many a treatise the issue between St. Paul and the 
Judaizers. The fictional form of the book is well founded on fact and draws on a wide 
knowledge of the world of the first century A.D. Facts become significant through 
insight and intuition. This is an important and attractive addition to the understanding 
of the New Testament, especially for those without technical knowledge. (225-92) 


THE WISDOM OF THE FATHERS. Erik Routley. S.C.M. Press, 
8s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 128 pages. Indexes. 

A valuable and stimulating approach to a study of the early Christian writers. Simple 

but adequate background matter is interwoven with selections, in Dr. Routley’s 

vivid translation, showing how the Fathers of the first eight centuries answered 

questions which still concern us, e.g., Origen on Bible Reading; Cyprian on Church 
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Unity; John of Damascus on Visual Aids. The stress on relevance to contemporary 
need makes this an important contribution to the rediscovery of the Fathers, especially 
for the young. (230) 


A DICTIONARY OF MARY. Compiled by Donald Attwater. Longmans, 
16s.6d. 19$7. 20 cm. 320 pages. . 
Mr. Attwater has compiled a useful and learned reference bk eons the life 
nd sjonificance of the Virgin Mary. In more than six hun red entries of varying 
length, arranged in alphabetical order, he deals witn doctrine, history, the liturgy, 
pilgrimages, shrines, ait .....- nrher mateers connected with the study of Our Lady. 
He is best known for his association with the late Father Thurston in their famous 
revision of Butler’s Lives of the Saints. (232-93) 


HISTORY AND ESCHATOLOGY. The Gifford Lectures 1955. D. 
Rudolf Bultmann. Edinburgh University Press; agents, Nelson, 15s. 1957. 21 cm. 
182 pages. Indexes. 

Dr. Bultmann will add to his reputation with these lectures, in which he considers 

the question of meaning in history and in human life as raised by the problem of 

historicism which views man as at the mercy of the course of history. For the first 

Christians history was swallowed up in a doctrine of the end of this world and a sense 

of belonging to the new Age. Already Paul and John showed the difficulty of keeping 

vivid the sense of the imminent End, and the process of secularising this view leads 

to the present dilemma. We cannot escape the paradox of Christian existence as at 

once eschatological, unworldly, and historical. “The meaning in history lies always 
in the present, and when the present is conceived as the eschatological present by 

Christian faith the meaning in history is realised.’ (236) 


SELECTED LETTERS OF SAMUEL RUTHERFORD. Edited by Hugh 

Martin. S.C.M. Press, 8s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 128 pages. (A Treasury of Christian Books) 
Rutherford the Covenanter, controversialist, Professor at St. Andrews, and member 
of the Westminster Assembly (1643) has his small place in the history of the Church. 
His great claim to fame rests upon his letters, displaying the pastoral gift, and rich 
in fervour and imagery. It is long since they were published and Dr. Martin does 
good service in adding this representative and carefully edited selection to the present 
series. The letters, mostly written in exile, have been shortened to omit matters not of 
current interest and are prefaced by adequate notes on each correspondent. (240) 


CHRISTIANITY, COMMUNISM AND HISTORY. William Hordern. 
Lutterworth Press, 128.6d. 1957. 20-5 cm. 174 pages. Index. 
Dr. Hordern, sometime colleague of Tillich and now Professor at Swarthmore 
College, U.S.A., sets out to compare Christianity and Communism at the point of 
the interpretation of history, essential to both. In doing so he covers a much wider 
field. What is new is the use he makes in the argument of sectarian Christianity as 
represented by George Fox, Menno Simons, Joachim of Fiore and others. If at times 
he seems to go out of his way to commend values in Communism, it is with the 
purpose of returning to stronger criticism and to encourage believers to meet 
Communist fanaticism with Christian enthusiasm. The simplicity of much of the writ- 
ing adds to the strength of the argument directed mainly to the general reader. (261-7) 


LITURGIES OF THE PRIMATIAL SEES. Archdale A. King. Longmans, 
70S. 19$7. 22 cm. 670 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

This is a fascinating book for anyone interested in the Liturgy, packed as it is with 

information, a great deal of which has not been available in English. The four 
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Primatial Sees in question are Lyons, Braga, Milan and Toledo. The author describes 
how these rites began, what the Liturgical Year is like, and the vestments worn, and 
gives a description of both solemn and low mass. There are a number of interesting 
appendices. Mr. King has already published Liturgies of the Religious Orders and his 
Liturgy of the Roman Church is to be issued shortly. (264-02) 


A TIME TO KEEP SILENCE. Patrick Leigh Fermor. Murray, 15s. 1957. 
22 cm. 96 pages. Photographs by M. Le Curé Bretocq and Joan Eyres Monsell. 
Drawings by John Craxton. 

Former guerilla leader and now travel-writer, Mr. Leigh Fermor is well known as a 

man of action, but here he writes of the contemplative life with admiration and a 

rare understanding. He lived as a guest in two French Benedictine abbeys and in the 

Cistercian monastery of La Grande Trappe, and visited the ruined rock monasteries 

of Cappadocia. He writes briefly of the history of the monastic orders, but what 

impresses most in his book is his apprehension of the reality of the life of prayer. 

His prose, as always, expresses an extraordinary fullness of experience, both of the 

spirit and of the senses. (271-1) 


Aum Tat Sa. DATTATREYA: The Way and the Goal. His Highness Sri 
Jaya Chamarajendra Wadiyar Bahadur, Maharaja of Mysore. Allen & Unwin, 
21s. 1957. 22 cm. 302 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

Interest in the Hindu philosophy of Vedanta is increasing in the Western world, but 

books by Indian devotees are sometimes hard for Europeans to assimilate. This study 

is a work of both scholarship and devotion. It centres round a translation, supported 
by the original Sanskrit text, of two ancient Upanishads, the Jivanmukta and the 

Avadhuta, in which the thought of Dattatreya is embodied. The doctrine in question 

is known as Advaita-vada, the Vedanta principle of ‘non-dualism’. It entails, in the 

author’s striking phrase, ‘the integrated vision of a seamless reality’, and it is attainable 
only through the discipline of Yoga. This is a learned but inspiring treatise, and it 
should interest the layman as well as the specialist. (204°5) 


THE BALANCE OF TRUTH. Katib Chelebi. Translated from the Arabic 
with an Introduction and Notes by G. L. Lewis. Allen & Unwin, 13s.6d. 1957. 
19 cm. 160 pages. Index. (Ethical and Religious Classics of East and West) 

A translation by a Turkish scholar of a work which, as the title implies, is an attempt 

to reconcile the contradictions in Islam. It consists of well-balanced essays on 

controversial points of Islamic doctrine and practice, treated with abundant good 

sense and humour and permeated throughout by a liberal spirit. Dr. Lewis writes a 

valuable introduction on the Islamic background, embracing notes on the Shari’a 

and the great schism in Islam. As a basis of his text, Dr. Lewis has taken the printed 

edition of Ebuzziya, published in Turkey 1888-9. (297)

CHINESE FAMILY AND MARRIAGE IN SINGAPORE. Maurice 
Freedman for the Colonial Office. H.M. Stationery Office, 308. 1957. 24 cm. 
250 pages. Illustrations. Paper covers. (Colonial Research Studies, No. 20) 
This study of family and household life in the contemporary Chinese community in 
Singapore is focussed on the formation and functions of the household and its 
relations to the local and more distant bodies of kindred, showing especially the 
influence of the latter on the meaning and forms of marriage and on the significance 
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of funeral rites and ancestor worship. Despite the alien context and the heterogeneous 
origins of the Singapore Chinese, the basic patterns are characteristic of South-East 
China and Mr. Freedman’s analysis has a wider value for sinologists in revealing the 
character and causes of the deviations and new features to be found in Singapore.

Statistics 
STATISTICS: A New Approach. W. Allen Wallis and Harry V. Roberts. 
Methuen, 50s. 1957. 24 cm. 684 pages. Diagrams. Index. 

The great value of this work, by two Professors of Statistics in the University of 
Chicago, lies in its essentially practical and interesting approach. Although it provides 
a full introductory course for students (the material having been used already by 
some three thousand American university students) it is almost devoid of mathe- 
matics. The numerous statistical examples are real and closely allied to everyday 
experience; this gives the reader a quick understanding of the methods and also of the 
various pitfalls about which the authors warn him at every turn. The book can be 
recommended to beginners and their teachers. (310)

THE POLITICAL THOUGHT OF JOHN HENRY NEWMAN. 

Terence Kenny. Longmans, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 218 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

This commendable addition to the mountain of Newman books consists of an 
exposition of and commentary upon Newman’s ideas about political society and 
men’s behaviour in it, culled from both published and manuscript sources, and 
arranged under the heads of Conservatism, the State, Church and State, Liberalism, 
and the Modern Democratic State. The author is that rare bird, the objective enthusiast 
writing for both specialist and general readers. Some of the former will wish that 
Mr. Kenny, so immensely well-read about Newman, were equally knowledgeable 
about his contemporaries and the common ideas and assumptions of his time. The 
latter, if they are already interested in Newman, will certainly get a lot out of it, but 
not without pains, for a good deal of historical and theological knowledge is taken 
for granted. (320-1) 


EDMUND BURKE. T. E. Utley. Longmans for the British Council, 2s. 1957. 
21°§ cm. 36 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. (Bibliographical Supplements to 
“British Book News’) 

The career of Edmund Burke (1729-97) is first dealt with in this useful pamphlet to 

explain why, although making such a tremendous impact on his contemporaries and 

holding the esteem of the greatest, Burke never attained high office, and his principles 
of statesmanship received little acceptance. Some of his work, particularly his speech 
on Conciliation with America and his Reflections on the French Revolution are analysed 
to show these principles and Burke’s literary skill and oratory in presenting them. 

A final assessment is made of Burke’s political philosophy to show its modern rele- 

vance and the esteem Burke enjoys today. Students of 18th century history should 

avail themselves of this masterly little summary. (320-1) 


THE DEVELOPMENT OF POLITICAL THEORY. Charles Vereker. 
Hutchinson, 10s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 230 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Hutchinson 
University Library) 


To survey the development of political theory from the fourth century B.C. to the 
present day in one small volume is a formidable task, and Mr. Vereker, who is senior 
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research worker in the Department of Social Science in the University of Liverpool, 
is to be congratulated on his valiant attempt. He groups the writers systematically so 
as to bring out the gradual change in emphasis from justice to peace and order, rights, 
felicity, progress, and, finally, freedom. The book is a good introduction for the 
student or general reader, and gives suggestions for further reading. (320-1) 


A GUIDE TO COMMUNIST JARGON. R. N. Carew Hunt. Bles, 15s. 
19$7. 22 cm. 188 pages. Index. 
Mr. Carew Hunt follows up his authoritative works The Theory and Practice of 
Communism and Marxism, Past and Present with this study of the meaning of the more 
important political concepts which Communists use in explaining their position.Such 
ideas as “bourgeois democracy’, “collective leadership’, ‘the dictatorship of the prole- 
tariat’ and ‘equalitarianism’ are fundamental to Communist Party dogma throughout 
the world, and it is essential that their significance should be fully understood both by 
the student of politics and by the general public. This alphabetical guide provides two 
or three pages of clear explanation of each of fifty terms in regular use. (321-84) 


TURKISM AND THE SOVIETS. The Turks of the World and their 
Political Objectives. Charles Warren Hostler. Allen & Unwin, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 
258 pages. 3 maps. Bibliography. Index. 

Colonel Hostler is an American Air Force officer who has won many academic 

distinctions in international, particularly Middle Eastern, studies. On the factual side 

his book is extremely useful. Its main sections contain, respectively, a review of the 
surviving Turkish races of Europe and Asia and a study of the rise and development 
of Pan-Turkism (as distinguished from Pan-Turanianism) in the Ottoman and Tsarist 

Russian Empires and in the Turkish Republic and the Soviet Union since the First 

World War. Some of the author’s contemporary estimates and predictions may be 

challenged, but his analysis of Russian policy towards the Turkish peoples of Siberia 

and Central Asia is of much interest. (323-147) 


WHAT DOES THE WEST WANT: A Study of Political Goals. George 
Catlin. Phoenix House, 10s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 150 pages. 
Professor Catlin, who is Professor of Political Philosophy at McGill University and 
author of The History of the Political Philosophers, The Principles of Politics and other 
works, discusses in this little book some of the fundamental political ideals of the non- 
Communist world. He asks whether peace should be the prime political goal, or 
whether there are other aims, such as freedom or justice, which are more important; 
and, having decided upon the ideal form of civilisation, what can be done, by inter- 
national or spiritual means, to attain it. He provides food for thought for every 
serious reader. (327) 


SURVEY OF INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS 1954. Coral Bell. 
Oxford University Press for the Royal Institute of International Affairs, 45s. 1957. 
24°§ cm. 330 pages. Maps. Index. 

The sixth volume in the seties of postwar Surveys is particularly concerned with events 

in South-East Asia and‘the Far East. Miss Bell, who is responsible this year for the 

major part of the work, contributes, however, a useful account of the evolution in 
policy and movement of opinion bound up with the development of nuclear cataash

ACTIVITY ANALYSIS AND THE THEORY OF ECONOMIC 
EQUILIBRIUM. H. Makower. Macmillan, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 208 pages. 
Diagrams. References. 
The author, who is Reader in Economics at the London School of Economics, sees 
in the new ‘activity’ approach to economics certain advantages over the traditional 
marginal analysis: clarity, and applicability both to the interpretation of actual 
industrial processes and to the analysis of large changes in the data on which economic 
principles are based. The available literature on activity analysis is mostly of a highly 
mathematical nature, and Dr. Makower has done economists and students a service in 
explaining the theory in simpler terms and demonstrating its use in relation to the 
principles of allocation of resources and interdependence in the economic system.

CANADA: Economic and Commercial Conditions in Canada, October, 1956. 
G. Bowen. H.M. Stationery Office for the Board of Trade, Commercial Relations and 
Exports Department, 11s.6d. 1957. 24°5 cm. 328 pages. Map. Bibliography. Paper 
covers. (Overseas Economic Surveys) 

Six years have passed since the last edition of this valuable survey and the great and 

increasing economic development of Canada in that period makes a new survey 

opportune. The author is United Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner in Canada, 
and the work was concluded in October 1956; this unfortunately excluded from it the 
evidence submitted to the recent Royal Commission on Canada’s economic prospects. 

Nevertheless, it provides a wealth of information on all aspects of Canada’s economy, 

including primary and secondary industries, finance, labour, transport, communica- 

tions and power. (330-971) 


TRADE UNION LEADERSHIP. Based on a Study of Arthur Deakin 
V. L. Allen. Longmans, 30s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 350 pages. Frontispiece. Index. 
Arthur Deakin became Acting Secretary of the Transport and General Workers’ Union 
in 1940 and continued as General Secretary until his death in 1955. This book, by the 
author of Power in Trade Unions, who is now Nuffield Research Scholar at the London 
School of Economics, was written with his full co-operation. Although not a formal 
biography, it gives a full account of his leadership during these years, and of the 
administrative qualities which he displayed. On this basis Dr. Allen discusses the whole 
subject, of importance to many besides trade unionists, of the power capable of being 
exercised by union leaders. (331880942) 


THE SALE OF FLATS. Edward F. George. Sweet and Maxwell, 25s. 1957. 
22 cm. 214 pages. Index. 
This work deals, for the first time, with an aspect of English real property transactions 
which has developed since the war, namely the selling of flats freehold or by way of 
long leases and ground rent. After a chapter on preliminary matters for consideration, 
the author deals with income tax, the sale of maisonettes, the transfer or lease of a 
flat, matters such as services given, the management of a flat, the financing of the 
construction and purchasers, and the contract and completion of sale. The second half 
of the work includes a number of precedents of legal documents required. (333-33) 


THE CONDITIONS OF ECONOMIC PROGRESS. Colin Clark. 

3rd edition. Macmillan, 70s. 1957. 22 cm. 736 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
This work, by the Director of the Institute for Research in Agricultural Economics, 
Oxford, who was formerly Economic Adviser to the Government of Queensland, 
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has been largely rewritten for this edition. It is well known to economists for the 
wealth of information which it gives, in readily comparable form, on the national 
product of all countries, whether advanced or underdeveloped. The author's skilful 
analysis of the data, together with the numerous statistical tables relating to real 
income, productivity in primary, manufacturing and service industries, consumption, 
labour distribution, capital resources, and distribution of income, provide an invaluable 
basis for the study of economic problems. (338) 


THE BRITISH WEST INDIES SUGAR INDUSTRY IN THE 
LATE roth CENTURY. R. W. Beachey. Blackwell (Oxford), 30s. 1957. 
22 cm. 198 pages. Map. Bibliography. Index. 

This authoritative work is by the Senior Lecturer in History in the University College 

of East Africa, who was formerly a lecturer in the University of the West Indies. 

It gives a clear account of the difficulties and achievements of the West Indian cane- 

sugar industry from 1865 to 1903, a period of moderate success, in spite of labour and 

other problems, until the anxieties caused by the formidable competition of the 

European sugar beet from 1884 onwards. Much of the information has been available 

hitherto only in Parliamentary Papers and Colonial Office Correspondence, on which 

this work is based.

MAN AND AUTOMATION. L. Landon Goodman. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 

1957. 18 cm. 286 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. Paper covers. (Pelican Books) 
Although this book contains an excellent descriptive account of the technical aspects 
of automation, including mechanisation, data-processing and control, the most 
important part is that devoted to the social and economic aspects of the subject. The 
author discusses the effect of automation on workers, management and society, and 
shows that the goodwill and understanding of the whole community are as necessary 
as training, knowledge, capital, and a completely new approach to industrial tech- 
niques. The author, who is well known for his studies of industrial integration and 
productivity, has a flair for explaining technical concepts in terms readily under- 
standable by the layman, and no better introductory account of the subject has yet 
appeared.

INCOME AND WEALTH. Series VI. Papers by Carl F. Christ [and 
others]. International Association for Research in Income and Wealth. Edited by 
Milton Gilbert and Richard Stone. Bowes & Bowes, 42s. 1957. 22 cm. 320 pages.

Two main topics were considered by the Association at its Fourth Conference, held 

in Denmark in 1955: model building and the distribution of income. The ten papers 

selected for this volume are all significant contributions, the main emphasis being on 
the practical problems of forecasting, measurement or analysis. Those from the first 
group are on econometric models of the U.S. economy, the reliability of the policy 
model used by the Central Planning Bureau of the Netherlands, and forecasting bank 
liquidity; the others include discussions of income distribution in the United States, 
Denmark, Canada, Australia and Norway and also two methodological studies.

THE ANCIENT CONSTITUTION AND THE FEUDAL LAW. 
A Study of English Historical Thought in the Seventeenth Century. J. G. A. Pocock. 
Cambridge University Press, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 272 pages. References. Index. 


Much interest has lately been aroused in the developments and fashions which, at 
different times, have affected the writing of English history. This penetrating study 
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is concerned with the subject at a time when great changes in the way of looking at 
the past had a profound influence upon the political controversies of the period. 
Mr. Pocock’s theme is the conflict between those who upheld ‘the ancient constitution’ 
and ‘the feudal law’. The former school, headed by Coke, held that the law, constitu- 
tion, and parliament of England were established from time immemorial, and the 
King had no power to interfere with them. The other party, headed by Spelman, 
explained English institutions as derived from feudal law. This controversy in historical 
interpretation affected political thought. This is a serious contribution to the history of 
political thought and historical writing of the 17th century. (342-42) 


BRITISH CRIMINAL JUSTICE. Sir Maurice Amos. Revised edition. 
Longmans for the British Council, 2s.6d. 1957. 21-5 cm. $0 pages. Illustrations. 
Paper covers. 

A revised edition of a work first published in 1940 most useful to readers overseas 

and to others wishing to obtain an overall view of British criminal justice. After an 

historical introduction and classification of crimes, there are sections on the coroners, 
the police, and the unpaid justices of the peace through whom such a large proportion 
of English criminal justice is administered. There is a chapter on the office of the 

Director of Public Prosecutions, followed by an account of an English criminal trial 

in different courts. An example follows of the investigation and trial of a case of 

murder. The author’s wide experience of other systems of law makes this account 
particularly useful.

THE LAW LIST, 1957. Edited by Leslie C. E. Turner. Published so far 
as Relates to Certificated Solicitors Practising in England and Wales by the 
Authority of the Law Society.

Part I deals fully with Courts and Offices, from the Royal Courts of Justice to 

Borough Town Clerks and Coroners, and includes notices of the law faculties at the 

universities. The second part, concerned with Counsel, includes Queen’s Counsel, the 

Bar and Barristers-at-Law; and the third part gives information about Solicitors, with 

details of the Law Society, London and country solicitors, English solicitors outside 

England and Wales and Scottish solicitors in England. Part IV is an international 

section: Dominion Representatives and Agents-General in London, Foreign Consu- 

lates in London, Judges of the International Court of Justice, and a general inter- 

national section arranged alphabetically by countries. (347-058) 


THE LAW OF REAL PROPERTY. R. E. Megarry and H. W. R. 
Wade. Stevens & Sons, 63s. 1957. 25 cm. 1,118 pages. Index. 
This is the first full scale new treatise for thirty years. In nineteen chapters it embraces 
the whole field of English property law. The first twelve give an account of tenures 
and estates, the relation of law and equity, future interests, co-ownership, trusts and 
powers, wills and intestacy, transfer of land, leases and covenants. The second division 
deals with certain rights over other people’s land. The third deals with subjects such 
as disabilities, adverse possession of land and limitation of action and registration. 
Finally, the social control of land is considered. (347-2) 


LORD NOTTINGHAM’S CHANCERY CASES. Vol. L Edited with 
an introduction by D. E. C. Yale. Quaritch, 73s.6d. 1957. 26 cm. 578 pages. Index.

The period of Lord Nottingham’s Chancellorship, from 1675 to 1682, was a decisive 
one in the history of English equity. This volume of reports and notes of $78 cases 
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and legal events is the first half of Lord Nottingham’s Chancery Case-book compiled 
by himself when Lord Keeper of the Great Seal and Lord Chancellor. The introduction 
gives a sketch of Lord Nottingham’s career, his view of the force of precedent in 
equity cases, and finally an account of his legal writings. Indexes and tables will be 
included in the second volume.

RUSSELL ON THE LAW OF ARBITRATION. 16th edition by 
T. A. Blanco White and Anthony Walton. Stevens & Sons, 70s. 1957. 25°5 cm.

law of arbitration since the last edition in 1952. The work remains in three main 

parts: part one, the arbitration agreement, part two, the reference to the arbitrator, 
part three, the award and enforcement.

It arises rs a research 
project by a group of senior public officials and academic members under the chair- 
manship of the Warden of Nuffield College, Oxford, and covers in full detail the 
departments dealing with economic affairs, justice, the social services, external affairs, 
defence, scientific research, and so on. A table of departmental and cabinet changes, 
month by month from 1914 to 1956, is given as an Appendix. (354°42)

THE R.N.V.R. A Record of Achievement. J. Lennox Kerr and Wilfred

This is not an official history of the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve: it is the story 
of the service not only under its present familiar name, but stretching right back 
to the Sea Fencibles of the era of the Napoleonic Wars. The two great periods of the 
R.N.V.R. proper were the First and Second World Wars. In the First World War 
its men won laurels not only at sea but as Infantry of the Royal Naval Division in 
the Dardanelles and on the Western Front. In the Second World War they took part 
in every major naval activity. The story is a splendid one, and it is told here with 
verve and skill.

ROYAL COMMISSION ON THE LAW RELATING TO MENTAL 
ILLNESS AND MENTAL DEFICIENCY, 1945-1957. REPORT, 
May 7, 1957. H.M. Stationery Office, 10s.6d. 1957. 245 cm. 338 pages. Index. 
The Commission proposes radical changes in the law relating to mental patients in 
England and Wales to give them suitable care with a minimum restriction of liberty 
or Tegal formality. Their report, in eight parts, gives in part one an introductory survey 
of the present mental health services; part two covers t need for new legislation and 
the form it should take; the third part deals with distinctions between various groups 
of patients and gives recommendations for new terminology; the next part is on the 
procedures apnlicable to individual patients, while part five deals with local adminis- 
tration, and part six with the powers and duties of the central government in relation 
to mental health. Part seven covers hospitals and homes outside the National Health 
Service, and the last part embraces miscellaneous matters. (362-2) 


RAGMAN’S CITY. Boris Simon. Translated from the French by Sidney 
Cunliffe-Owen. Harvill Press, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 208 pages. Illustrations. 
Here is the second chapter in the heroic story of the Abbé Pierre first described in 
Abbé Pierre and the Ragpickers. In a series of vignettes, vividly written, Boris Simon 
describes the on-going work of the men of Emmaus in sheltering the homeless and 
caring for the under-privileged of Paris. There is some success to report but the 
failures are not concealed. The heroism and selflessness stand out from a background 
of disregard and indifference—and, worst of all, mere good intentions. “The worst of 
it is’, comments the Abbé, ‘that this idea of mine is so belated. Oh, what poor types 
we are after our twenty centuries of Christianity.’ (362-5)

POLICEMAN’S LOT. A Criminologist’s Gallery of Friends and Felons. 
Harry Séderman. Longmans, 18s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 398 pages. Illustrations. 

An account of the life and work of the distinguished Swedish teacher and practising 
criminologist who died in 1956. After boyhood in Sweden, he went at the age of 
twenty-four to study police science under Edmond Locard at Lyons. Back in Sweden, 
his reputation continued to increase and in 1939 he was the organiser and first Director 
of Sweden’s National Institute of Technical Police. After World War II, he revived 
the International Police Commission. The book covers his period in Lyons, then his 
work in Stockholm and New York. Finally, he reflects generally on the concept of 
criminology as a science and on the revival of the International Criminal Police 
Commission.

LLOYD’S OF LONDON. A Study in Individualism. D. E. W. Gibb.

The modern Lloyd's, the world-famous insurance market, is the direct descendant 
of the London coffee-house established in or about 1688 by Edward Lloyd. Mr. Gibb, 
writing from over fifty years’ connection with the organisation, describes in this well- 
illustrated book its gradual development from this small meeting-place of shipowners 
and business men to a market first for marine insurance and later for fire, accident and 
other business as well, and gives some idea of the vast extent of its underwriting 
business today. Economic historians, as well as those engaged in insurance business,

I WORK IN A SECONDARY MODERN SCHOOL. R. M. T. 
Kneebone. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 12s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 198 pages. 

Mr. Kneebone is Headmaster of the Beckfield County Secondary Modern School 
‘founded in 1948’ in the first of the new buildings undertaken under the City of York’s 
development plan. His book gives an encouraging picture of secondary modern, as 
distinct from secondary grammar, education as it exists in a well run school staffed 
by teachers full of faith and enthusiasm. All aspects of the school’s life are described— 
the buildings, time-table, curriculum, teaching methods, the library, educational 
visits, school societies, open days, parent-teacher relationship, school governors, 
student teachers and school leavers. This is a book which should be read by all who 


are interested in secondary education. (373) 


THE ENGLISH PUBLIC SCHOOL. Vivian Ogilvie. Batsford, 30s. 1957.

The author of this book is a distinguished writer and broadcaster on educational 
subjects. The book itself gives a clear and impartial account of the origins and evolution 
of the English Public Schools, explains the reasons for the disappearance of some and 
the survival of others, and gives an admirable statement of their place in the educa- 
tional system of Britain today. It is handsomely presented and illustrated in the best 
Batsford tradition, and is strongly recommended for anyone who wishes to know more 
about the Public Schools, which are amongst the best known and yet least understood 
of British institutions.

The famous public school of Repton was founded in 1557 and the present book marks 
its four hundredth anniversary.

The ‘second founder’ 
of it then was Pears, member of a distinguished musical family. It consolidated its 
reputation under William Temple (1910-14) and Geoffrey Fisher (1914-32) both of 
whom distinguished themselves as Archbishops of Canterbury. The book gives a 
full and interesting picture of different sides of life in a school that has produced 
eminent men with a wide range of ability; it should appeal to all who are attracted 
by the principles of ‘Public School’ education. (373-42)

ENGLISH OVERSEAS TRADE DURING THE CENTURIES OF 
EMERGENCE. Studies in some Modern Origins of the English-Speaking 
World. G. D. Ramsay. Macmillan, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 290 pages. Maps. Bibliography. 
Index. 
This book, covering approximately the period from the late 15th century to the close 
of the 18th, is by the author of The Wiltshire Woollen Industry in the Sixteenth and 
Seventeenth Centuries, who is a Fellow of St. Edmund Hall, Oxford. It is deliberately 
a study of trends and enterprises rather than a quantitative study of imports and exports, 
on the reasonable assumption that for the historian of trade the ‘exploratory feelers’ 
are of more interest than the established routes. Others besides historians will find 
interest in these chapters on English trade in the Mediterranean, the East, the Baltic, 
and the New World. (382-0942) 
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Transport 
ROMAN ROADS IN BRITAIN. Vol. IL North of the Foss Way— 
Bristol Channel (including Wales and Scotland). Ivan D. Margary. Phoenix House, 
$0s. 19$7. 25 cm. 288 pages. Illustrations. Maps. References. Index. 
This second of two volumes surveying all the Roman roads in Britain covers the 
highland zone to the north and west of the Foss Way, the trunk road running obliquely 
across England from the Bristol Channel to the Humber. With the help of reference 
numbers, the entire course of each road is described in detail, region by region. 
If these descriptive sections are mainly of interest to field workers, there is also an 
excellent general chapter dealing with the history and constructional methods, and 
giving sound advice to the amateur on how best to contribute to the sport of Roman 
road hunting—one at which the author himself is adept. This survey is one of which 
Britain can be proud, for it is the most complete of its kind to have been made for 
any Province of the ancient Empire. (388-0942)

THE PROGRESSIVE ENGLISH DICTIONARY. A. S. Hornby and

this volume, with its clear type, simple arrangement, direct definitions and explana- 

tions with some line illustrations, will enable a student who has completed an 
elementary course to read books written in everyday English and to identify meanings 

and parts of speech of such words as he is likely to meet. (423) 


A MODERN HUNGARIAN-ENGLISH DICTIONARY (MODERN

In this compact Hungarian-English dictionary of approximately 10,000 words 

Mr. Sinor (who teaches Hungarian at Cambridge University, and is thoroughly 

conversant with modern usage in both languages) has succeeded in providing a useful 

implement which will assist, not only Hungarian refugees all over the world, but also 
students reading Hungarian at Cambridge. The words have been carefully selected 
with the practical aim of bridging ‘the gap between Hungarian and English ways of 
thinking’.

Mathematics 
MATHEMATICS FOR FUN. A Quiz Book. Philip Heafford. Hutchinson, 
8s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 176 pages. Diagrams. (Hutchinson’s Educational Quiz Books) 

The author, who is a lecturer in the Oxford University Department of Education, 
has prepared a mathematical “quiz’ book ranging over the whole field of elementary 
ma tics and its history. Admirably combining instruction and amusement, this 
little book should be most helpful to teachers endeavouring to make their teaching 
interesting as well as informative. It might also stimulate the many adults who have 
hitherto found mathematics dull or unintelligible. The answers are supplied, with 
comment where necessary. ($10) 
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THE FASCINATION OF NUMBERS. W. J. Reichmann. Methuen, 15s. 
1957. 20°5 cm. 176 pages. Diagrams. Index. 
This is an elementary introduction to certain aspects of the theme of numbers which 
can be recommended to the general reader. Beginning with simple results on the 
sums of squares and cubes of whole numbers, the author considers inter alia primes and 
factors, divisibility, perfect numbers, recurring decimals, Gauss’s theory of con- 
gruences, continued fractions and irrational numbers, fallacies associated with infinite 
series, and magic squares. There are interesting appendices on Pascal’s triangle, finding 
the day on which a given date falls, etc. ($11-2) 


Chemistry 


EXCITED STATES IN CHEMISTRY AND BIOLOGY. C. Reid. 
Butterworth, 45s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 226 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. 
A good deal of indirect evidence exists to suggest that many biological reactions are 
brought about by a true excited-state mechanism. The author’s object is to outline 
some of the more important physical concepts concerning molecular excitation and 
interaction and to apply them to a few chemical and biochemical situations without 
impinging on the area of ‘classical’ photochemistry. He hopes that his book may 
stimulate biologists to acquire a more detailed knowledge of quantum-chemical ideas. 
Dr. Reid assembles his arguments and evidence in chapters dealing with electronic 
energy levels, excitation mechanisms, the triplet state, inter- and intra-molecular 
energy exchange, luminescent reactions, vision, and the effect of high-energy radiation. 
The book is well documented and incorporates material as late as August 1956. It is 
an interesting and provocative work. ($41°3) 


CHEMISORPTION. Proceedings of a Symposium held at The University 
College of North Staffordshire, Keele, Staffordshire, by The Chemical Society, 
16-19 July 1956. Edited by W. E. Garner. Butterworth, 50s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 290 pages. 
Diagrams. Bibliography. 

The Symposium was attended by chemists from British industry as well as from the 

British universities. Many distinguished continental chemists also came and presented 

papers. The proceedings are here assembled under five main headings—the theory of 

chemisorption, chemisorption on insulators, on metals, on semi-conductors and on 
carbon. Each section in addition to papers, contains all bibliographical acknowledg- 
ments and a full record of discussions. The Proceedings form a dada publication 
of first-rank importance. (541°37) 


SAFETY IN THE CHEMICAL LABORATORY. H. A. J. Pieters in 
collaboration with J. W. Creyghton. 2nd edition, revised and enlarged. Butterworth, 
408. 1957. 22-5 cm. 320 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. 

A thoroughly revised edition of a book which has already won a high reputation. 

The work of a chemist and a physician, it provides a guide which will help laboratory 

workers to avoid accidents and also equip them with a basic First Aid knowledge 

which they can apply should accidents occur. It also contains much useful advice 
for authorities planning chemical laboratories. There are sections on precautions with 
glassware, platinum, gas and electricity, on fire and explosive hazards, on compressed 
gases in cylinders, on toxic gases and dusts and on the physiological effects of harmful 
chemical substances. Safety instructions and regulations, First Aid procedure and 
protective devices are fully discussed. More than a third of the book is devoted to 
analytical procedures for toxic and hazardous substances and there are some fifty 
pages of very clearly set out general safety tables. (542) 
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ANALYTICAL MICROSCOPY: Its Aims and Methods in Relation to 
Foods, Water, Spices and Drugs. T. E. Wallis. 2nd edition. Churchill, 25s. 1957. 
22 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

The previous edition of this practical handbook was published in 1923 and Dr. Wallis 

has now incorporated in the text knowledge acquired in the intervening years; thus, 

the second edition is virtually a new work, although the scope remains the same. He 
arranges the text ay to the method by which the substances are prepared for 
examination and chooses for discussion subjects whose certain identification depends 
upon the observation of morphological in addition to chemical characteristics. These 
examples are also typical of problems with which Dr. Wallis, himself an analyst, has 
had to deal. Methods are fully described, there are useful appendices giving numerical 
data and instructions for the preparation of reagents, and a basic bibliography. (43-1) 


QUANTITATIVE INORGANIC ANALYSIS. G. Charlot and Denise 
Bézier. Authorised translation from the French by R. C. Murray. Methuen, 84s. 
19$7. 25 cm. 702 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Indexes. 

This translation of the third French edition of this book should be particularly useful 

to students specialising in analytical chemistry, but in view of the very considerable 

quantity of information and references presented, it should also be a useful work of 
reference to practising analytical chemists. The first part discusses in thirty-three 
chapters the most important methods and techniques used in inorganic analysis. 

Following a short and often original presentation of the theoretical background, 

numerous data and some concise practical examples are given. References are 

numerous. Certain rather complex topics (X-ray analysis, polarography, mass spectro- 
metry) receive rather scant treatment. In the second part of the book the elements are 

dealt with in alphabetical order in a similar manner. (545) 


THE TERPENES. The late Sir John Simonsen and W. C. J. Ross. Vol. IV. 
The Triterpenes and their Derivatives: Hydrocarbons, Alcohols, Hydroxy- 
aldehydes, Ketones and Hydroxy-Ketones. Cambridge University Press, 70s. 1957. 
22 cm. $34 pages. Diagrams. References. Index. 

The terpenes are important constituents of the essential oils of plants which are used 

as perfumery and flavouring agents. This volume and Volume V (to come) cover the 

more complex triterpenes which occur in saps and resins and in fish oils and animal 

body fat. There are sections dealing with the triterpene hydrocarbon squalene, with a 

great number of alcohols, with the hydroxy-aldehydes, the ketones and the hydroxy- 

ketones. Use has been made of the new techniques in infra-red spectral analysis and 
in X-ray crystallographic analysis in determining the interesting multi-ring structures 
of the triterpenes. Analytical results have been confirmed by synthesis involving many 
of the reagents discovered only in recent years. The probable future use of the triter- 
penes in the synthetic preparation of vitamins and steroid hormones will make this 
work of interest to biochemists and pharmacologists as well as to organic chemists 


generally. (547°2) 


Prehistoric Archaeology 

THIRD PAN-AFRICAN CONGRESS ON PREHISTORY, 
Livingstone, 1955. Edited by J. Desmond Clark assisted by Sonia Cole. Chatto 
& Windus, 75s. 1957. 26 cm. 480 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). Diagrams. 
Maps. References. 

A well-illustrated volume containing most of the papers read to the Congress. They 

reflect the predominant interest of this international gathering in geology, palaeont- 
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ology and prehistoric archaeology. Although, as is inevitable in a symposium of this 
kind, the contributions vary widely in value, the general standard is quite high. Of 
outstanding importance are those dealing with the Australopithecines, Atlanthropus 
and other early human remains recently discovered in Africa. An indispensable

GOVERNMENT AND POLITICS IN TRIBAL SOCIETY. 
Josiah Mason Lectures delivered at the University of Birmingham. I. Schapera. 
Watts, 21s. 1956. 22.5 cm. 246 pages. Map. Bibliography. Index. 
This study by a senior British anthropologist provides a valuable comparative 
analysis of patterns of government and of the factors affecting them among the 
peoples of Southern Africa. These include societies of widely varying scale and 
complexity, from the small hordes of the Bushman hunters to the large nations 
built up in the 19th century among the Zulu and some other south-eastern Bantu 
tribes. This leads to a reconsideration of the essential criteria of government and of 
the importance of technology and demography as factors affecting the scale of 
political organisation. Curiously enough, although evidence for it is to be found in 
the descriptions, the author does not stress the importance of idealogical factors, in 


this case those focussed on sacred chiefship, for the development of centralisation and 
expansion of political systems. ($72°7) 


STUDIES IN APPLIED ANTHROPOLOGY. L. P. Mair. University 
of London: Athlone Press, 13s.6d. 1957. 22.5 cm. 82 pages. (London School of 
Economics Monographs on Social Anthropology, No. 16) 

This series of eight essays epitomises the experience and wisdom of an anthropologist 

who has been mainly concerned with the effects of political and economic changes 

on social relations in Africa for some twenty-five years. Their reprinting should 
bring them to the attention of a wider audience which should benefit from Dr. 

Mair’s concise, balanced, but often trenchant, always theoretically profound, studies 

of such themes as: “The growth of economic individualism in African Society’; 

‘Self-government or good government’; ‘Chieftainship in Modern Africa’; “Changes 

in African Land Rights’. (572-96) 


RACES OF AFRICA. C. G. Seligman. 3rd edition. Oxford University Press, 
7s.6d. 1957. 17 cm. 244 pages. 3 maps. Bibliography. Index. (Home University 
Library of Modern Knowledge) 

In this new edition, the general arrangement and content of the original have been 

retained, but a number of experts on Africa have been called upon to make some 

revisions in the light of recent research. This book should prove invaluable as a 

work of reference, not only for students but for all those who take some interest, 

however cursory, in African affairs. It is well written, free from jargon, and surveys 
within a brief compass the chief physical, linguistic and cultural features of the 
major groups: Bushmen, Hottentots, Negrillos, Negroes, Hamites, Nilotes and 

Bantu. (572-96) 

EASTER ISLAND. A Stone-age Civilization of the Pacific. Alfred Métraux. 
Translated from the French by Michael Bullock. Deutsch, 21s. 1957. 20 cm. 
250 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

Métraux has already published a study of the ethnology of Easter Island, which he 

visited in the company of a French archaeologist in 1934. In this book he includes 

additional material, and presents the general reader with a lively and scholarly account 
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of what is known of the customs of the people at the time of their first contacts with 
Europeans. Those who have read Heyerdahl’s Kon-Tiki will find particularly inter- 
esting Métraux’s discussion of the origin of Easter Island civilization, and of the 
wooden tablets with their mysterious script. On the evidence available, he rejects 
the theory that the first settlers were immigrants from Peru; and he demolishes the 
arguments of those who refuse to admit that the great statues were the work of the 
Polynesian ancestors of the present-day inhabitants. ($72°9972)

SEEDS OF LIFE. The Story of Sex in Nature from the Amoeba to Man. 
John Langdon-Davies. Watts, 12s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 192 pages. 

Mr. Langdon-Davies is a scientific journalist, who writes in a vivid colloquial style. 
He has an enormous range of accurate and up-to-date information, skilfully used to 
develop his theme of the Evolution of Sex, which stimulates both interest and 
wonder. The description of the part played by sex in the life of Man is extremely 
well done. Without moralising he promotes a clean and healthy attitude and conveys 
information all young people should have. The biologist has little to criticise except 
that here and there he implies too much that lower organisms think and plan. (574-1)

USEFUL PLANTS. A. Schindlmayr. Translated from the German and edited 
by Allan A. Jackson and Jean P. Jackson. Thames & Hudson, 21s. 1957. 20 cm.

This latest addition to a series which is now becoming well known has a special 

value for agriculturalists and botanists, in dealing with a wider area than Great 

Britain. All the crop and fodder plants grown in north-west Europe are listed and 

described with either coloured or careful pen-and-ink drawings; details of their 

requirements, uses and yields are condensed in tabular form. An introductory 
section, illustrated with drawings, describes the basic botanical facts and terms. 

Many plants that are grown in Europe as medicinal or culinary herbs are included 

and these are not always easy to track down in the normal botanical handbooks. 

The small, slim format makes it a handy book to carry about. (581-6)

ADAPTIVE COLORATION IN ANIMALS. Hugh B. Cott. Intro- 
duction by Julian Huxley. Reprint with minor corrections. Methuen, 75s. 1957. 
25 cm. $40 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour). Bibliography. Indexes. 
Dr. Cott’s work has been associated with the Cambridge Zoology School (he is 
Strickland Curator in the Museum there) for many years, though the development of 
his ideas about cryptic adaptation inherits the tradition founded by Poulton at 
Oxford. It is valuable to have this reprint of his major work, which was first 
published in 1940. Little has been changed since the original edition, but research 
work in this field has lagged a little recently. Some additions could profitably have 
been made, but perhaps these will appear in future editions. The series of photographs, 
collected at the end, remain a remarkable testimony to the author’s skill as well as 
to the fascination of his subject. (sors) 


THE BIRDS OF THE BRITISH ISLES. Vol. VI. David Armitage 
Bannerman. Oliver & Boyd, 63s. 1957. 27-5 cm. 336 pages. Illustrations in colour 
by George E. Lodge. References. Index. 


Dr. Bannerman, proceeding with his great task with admirable fluency and breadth, 
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covers in this volume the storks, herons and flamingo and launches the reader on the 
vast assembly of geese and ducks as far as the sheldrakes. As in previous volumes, the 
text is leisurely and quotes extensively; under many species small sections are 
included from acknowledged experts on special points. Thus Lord IIchester writes 
about the Abbotsbury swannery, Mr. Yeates about the Iceland breeding grounds 
of the pink-footed goose, Mr. Coombes on the moulting migration of the sheld~duck 
and so on. Many of the paintings are delightful, for Mr. Lodge seemed happier at 
portraying the larger birds. (598-2942) 


THE TRUMPETING HERD. Guy Muldoon. Hart-Davis, 16s. 1957. 
22 cm. 182 pages. Illustrations by Ralph Thompson. Map. 
The author has lived much with the difficult problem besetting Africa now—how to 
preserve sufficient of its teeming mammal life and yet go on providing ever-increasing 
areas for man to cultivate. His task, as an Agricultural Officer, of destroying many 
marauding elephants is an invidious one, but he has seized the opportunity to study the 
habits and movements of this largest of our land mammals very closely. His book is, 
therefore, entertaining to the general reader and informative to the naturalist. The style 
is racy and diverting but does not hide the author’s deep sympathy for the harassed 
elephant. His accounts of trying to move herds away from areas where they are doing 
damage show how much field craft and judgment are needed in hisjob. —_ (599°61) 


TIGER! TIGER! William Bazé. Translated from the French by H. M. 
Burton. Elek Books, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 214 pages. Illustrations. 
The author has spent much of his life in the little known jungles of Indo-China, 
where danger from tigers is an ever-present accompaniment to normal life. His 
main task has been to kill tigers and he has many exciting stories to tell of the wood- 
craft needed and the dangers to be faced. For all that, he is able to make a very 
balanced assessment of the position of the tiger in jungle economy without being 
diverted too much by the ‘bloodthirsty’ character the animal has earned in popular 
literature. The background, especially the lives and characters of the jungle-living 
people, is touched in nostalgically, but there are also plenty of hard facts and sound 
advice about tiger killing. (599°744) 


THE MONKEY KINGDOM. An Introduction to the Primates. Ivan 
Sanderson. Hamish Hamilton, 35s. 1957. 28 cm. 200 pages. Numerous photographs 
(some in colour). Drawings and sketch maps by the author. Bibliography. Index. 

Mr. Sanderson has extensive personal acquaintance with tropical habitats where most 

of the world’s monkeys are found and his earlier books gave stimulating accounts of 

collecting for museums the more retiring kinds of tropical small mammals. This 
one is a general survey of the whole primate group and can be read profitably by 
expert and layman alike. The treatment of distribution and systematics is clear and 
up-to-date and the maps are extremely helpful. For the rest, his easily written account 
covers general biology and habits in a comprehensive way that will make it a work 
of primary reference. Finally, the fine series of photographs must be mentioned; the

MEDICAL ETHICS. A Guide to Students and Practitioners. Edited by Maurice 
Davidson. Lloyd-Luke, 20s. 1957. 22 cm. 176 pages. Frontispiece. References. 

This fascinating symposium will appeal to a wide audience. The twelve distinguished 

contributors include the Bishop of Durham, the Registrar to the General Medical 
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Council and a former coroner in the County of London, who write respectively on 
medicine and the church, the structure and functions of the General Medical Council 
and the doctor, the law and the police. The doctor’s relationship to his patients, 
colleagues and family are discussed, his responsibilities with regard to contraception, 
abortion, sterilisation and artificial insemination, and his duties to those gravely, 
hopelessly ill or dying. To the chapter on experimental medicine, the memorandum 
of the Medical Research Council on clinical research is appended. The symposium 
ends with an historical review of the Hippocratic oath. (610) 


WAGE POLICY AND THE HEALTH SERVICE. H. A. Clegg and 
T. E. Chester. Blackwell (Oxford), 18s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 150 pages. Index. 
This is a reasoned discussion, from a new approach, of the practicability of a national 
wage policy for the United Kingdom. The authors, who are respectively Fellow of 
Nuffield College, Oxford, and Professor of Social Administration in the University 
of Manchester, discuss this question in relation to the National Health Service, with 
its half-million employees. After analysing the working of the Whitley system in 
this Service, and the main wage settlements since 1948, they consider how far the 
latter are based on official policy capable of wider extension. Their conclusions are 
important as a basis for future policy. (610-6142) 


A GENERAL HISTORY OF NURSING. Lucy Ridgely Seymer. 
4th edition. Faber, 35s. 1957. 22 cm. 374 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
This work has again been revised and brought up to date and includes appendices 
on nursing periodicals, national associations and the International Code of Ethics. 
Mrs. Seymer covers the whole history of nursing from its origins in ancient Egypt 
to its present complex organisation and always considers her subject from the 
international viewpoint. She deals lucidly with the specialties such as psychiatric, 
tuberculosis and public health nursing. The work is excellently documented and 
well illustrated. The standard history of nursing, it contains much to interest the 
general reader. (610-7309) 


WHILLIS’S ELEMENTARY ANATOMY AND PHYSIOLOGY. 
4th edition by Roger Warwick. Churchill, 22s.6d. 1957. 24 cm. 282 pages. 
Illustrations. Index. 

This is a very lucid textbook of anatomy in which enough physiology is introduced 

to relate form to function but not to replace the standard textbooks of physiology. 

It is intended for first year medical students, nurses, and also for chiropodists and 

physiotherapists, whose needs have been borne in mind in this extensively revised 

and somewhat expanded edition. A useful addition is an appendix on nomenclature, 
which lists B.N.A. (Birmingham Revision) terms and the International Anatomical 

Nomenclature Committee equivalents which are used in the text. The semi- 

diagrammatic drawings, usefully labelled, by Pauline Lariviére, are very clear, and 

the text is admirably set out. (611) 


ESSENTIALS OF FLUID BALANCE. D. A. K. Black. Blackwell (Oxford), 
18s.6d. 1957. 23 cm. 142 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

For practitioners and students, the Reader in Medicine, Manchester University, here 

gives an up-to-date and concise account of the principles of fluid balance. To keep 

it within these bounds, he adheres strictly to his subject, omitting details of the kidney 

and of fluid therapy, and adding a bibliography of approximately 300 papers as a 

guide to further reading of review articles and surveys of recent advances. In six 
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chapters, he discusses the general properties of body-fluid, water, sodium, potassium, 
anions and acid balance, and their disturbances, and finally the essentials of treatment. 
Much useful information is collected in seven appendices. (612-015) 


ATOMIC RADIATION AND LIFE. Peter Alexander. Penguin Books, 
38.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 262 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. Paper 
covers. (Pelican Books) 

Dr. Alexander, who has himself made contributions to the knowledge of radio- 

biology, here elucidates for laymen with some scientific background the principles 

governing the biological effects of atomic radiations. He first discusses basic physics, 
then, after describing the reaction of the cell to injury, he deals with radiation sick- 
ness, genetic damage, radiations as the cure and cause of cancer and with methods of 
protection and treatment. Final chapters cover chemical aspects, how chemistry can 
protect from, and also imitate the effects of, ionizing radiations. (612-017) 


MOVEMENT OF THE HEART AND BLOOD IN ANIMALS. 
An Anatomical Essay. William Harvey. Translated from the original Latin by 
Kenneth J. Franklin. Blackwell (Oxford) for the Royal College of Physicians of 
London, 17s.6d.

Professor Franklin’s new and excellent translation of Harvey's first publication is 

presented here with the original Latin. This translation is based, according to the 

preface, on the 1766 edition, which has certain textual differences from that of 1628, 

but the title pages of both English and Latin versions suggest that the first edition 

has been used. Harvey’s work is exciting to read, especially his final assertion: ‘I am 
obliged to conclude that in animals the blood is driven round a circuit with an un- 
ceasing, circular sort of movement . . .’ This work is a fitting tercentenary tribute to 

the greatest of all British physiologists. (612-1) 


THE DISCOVERY OF THE CIRCULATION OF THE BLOOD. 
Charles Singer. 1st edition reprinted with amendments. Dawson, 10s.6d. 1957.

Originally published in 1922, this work has been out of print for some years. Dr. 

Singer has revised the bibliography and incorporated a few minor alterations and 

corrections but the text is substantially the same. He describes the circulation of the 

blood and gives the history of the knowledge of the vascular system from the earliest 
times to Harvey’s great discovery, with which Dr. Singer deals in detail. Finally 
there is an explanation of the work of Harvey’s successors. Dr. Singer’s book will be 
of interest to all those seeing a simple explanation of the history of our knowledge of 
the circulation.

The second and major 
part is devoted to a photo-lithographic facsimile of the second edition of Thackrah’s 

The effects of arts, trades and professions and of civic states and habits of living on health 

and longevity, with suggestions for the removal of many of the agents which produce disease, 

and shorten the duration of life, published in 1832.

Here are collected the twenty-two papers, with references to the literature, and 

subsequent discussions, of a recent symposium organised by the Institute of Biology, 

in which a successful effort was made to cut across the barriers dividing the biological 
sciences, including medicine and veterinary medicine, and to elucidate and report 
progress on problems of mutual interest. Specialists, some of international repute, 
dealt with methods of transmission of the whole range of causative agents from fungi 
to insects, in hosts as diverse as algae, plants, fowls, animals and man.

This popular, attractive textbook for students is by the Physician, Royal Devon 
and Exeter Hospital, who throughout inculcates the prime importance of the correct 
assessment and sympathetic understanding of the patient, and, to gain this under- 
standing, the necessity in diagnosis of grasping the significant symptom. Again there 
has been a complete revision of the text, and much rewriting, notably in chapters or 
sections dealing with general considerations regarding pain, thoracic and abdominal 
pain due to the spine, pancreatitis and cancer of the pancreas, pulmonary infarction 
and phlebothrombosis, haemorrhagic disease and food poisoning. (616-07) 


THE WORLD REGAINED. Dennis McEldowney. Chapman & Hall, 
10s.6d.

The author was born a ‘blue-baby’ (i.c., with a congenital abnormality of the heart 
in which cyanosis occurs), but his condition, not conforming to type, enabled him 
to survive till he was twenty-four, when his disability was fully diagnosed. In telling 
the story of his increasing invalidism, taken for granted by himself and others, he 
describes his activities, his visitors, his vicarious experience of life and, latterly, his 
life in hospital before and after the operation restoring him to health so that he could 
regain his lost world. This remarkable book is made worthy by the author’s striking 
literary skill and by his wise detachment in portraying, with placid unconscious 
fortitude, not only his experiences of rehabilitation but almost a philosophy of 
invalidism itself.

He briefly describes the anatomy and physiology of each endocrine 
gland, its functions, the chemistry of the hormones it secretes and their physiological 
effects. Then follow straightforward accounts of disturbances, their clinical 1.1anifesta- 
tions, diagnosis, prognosis and treatment. This is a well-arranged guide to a complex 
subject.

The text is further elucidated by the excellent drawings of Zita Stead 
and is documented by references to classical papers. The important alteration in this 
edition is the inclusion of sections on access at the second left costal arch and the 
hypogastric route.

Being an enquiry into the 
problem of occluding Major Cleft of the Palate to provide for near normal function 
and to make good many defects of speech. Horace Hayman Boyle. Staples Press, 
30S.

The Consultant to the Welsh Regional Hospital Board publishes in this monograph 

for the use of dentists and their technicians his recent Presidential Address to the 

Hospitals Group of the British Dental Association. Considering that the treatment of 

cleft palates should be within the scope of dental practitioners, he fully describes his 

technique for preparing and fitting the naso-oro-pharyngeal extension type of 
obturator with which he has been successful. He here discusses only adult cases and 
gives histories of five of these, three of whom were siblings. The monograph is

This book introduces the reader to many recent advances in enginecring design and 
stress measurement techniques, and keeps abreast of current examination syllabuses, 
but engineers requiring guidance on specific design problems should find it extremely 
useful. Each chapter begins with a concise explanation of the fundamentals necessary 
for the solution of both practical and examination problems, followed by a number 
of worked examples chosen to indicate the application of first principles. At the end 
of each chapter the main formulae and principles are summarised. Some students 
may need additional help in trying to grasp some of the basic principles, but when 
they are soundly understood the students’ knowledge will be well consolidated by 
the worked examples, which show the most methodical method of obtaining 
solutions.

It describes in some detail 
German World War II missiles and the better known U.S. post-war weapon types, 
and serves as a useful introductien to the history, technical fundamentals and 
published literature of the subject. There are chapters on propulsion and propellants, 
guidance and control, testing and test facilities (including the use of aeroballistic 
ranges, supersonic wind tunnels, telemetry and data reduction systems), production 
and development. Factors contributing to the slow speed of development are clearly 
explained.

WE FARMED A DESERT. E. B. Herivel. Faber, 20s. 1957. 22.5 cm.

The desert of the title is the area of barren hill-country intersected by fertile valleys 
which borders the great nitrate-producing wastelands of Northern Chile. The 
author, whose family had been connected with Chile for four generations, describes 
how she and her husband reclaimed a half-derelict farm and learnt to grow apricots, 
almonds, pears, and the grapes from which the celebrated pisco is made. The difficul-

The book falls into two parts, one of which 
deals with general problems set by this ever-popular hobby of birdkeeping—cages, 
aviaries, general care and food, diseases; the second part deals, under separate headings, 
with the various groups of birds which are most amenable to captivity and are bred, 
shown and sold. British birds and foreign birds are treated separately and much 
useful advice is given on vital points such as which species to mix and how to en- 
courage them to breed.

The Copyright Act, 1956, which provides protection for literary, dramatic, musical 
and artistic works, sound recordings, films, television and sound broadcasts, has 
considerably amended the British law in a number of ways. This book, by a barrister- 
at-law, is in eight parts; after an introduction, it deals in part two with unpublished 
works, in part three with published literary, dramatic and musical works, part four 
is on artistic works and industrial designs, part five on sound recordings, cinemato- 
graph films, television and sound broadcasts, part six is on the performing right 
tribunal set up under the Act, part seven on ownership, assignments, licences and 
infringements of ownership, while the last part deals with commonwealth and 
international copyright.

CHEMISTRY RESEARCH 1956. The Report of the Chemistry Research 
Board with the Report of the Director of the Chemical Research Laboratory. 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research. H.M. Stationery Office, 4s. 1957. 
24 cm. 92 pages. 2 graphs. Bibliography. Index. Paper covers. 

In this summary of research the work of six research groups is recorded—those 

concerned with organic and inorganic chemistry, with radiochemistry, with corrosion 

of metals, with high polymers and with microbiology. Appendices give the publica- 

tions and patents of the laboratory for 1956, and other useful information. This is, 

as in previous years, a well-arranged and clearly-written account of a large and 

varied body of most important and topical chemical research. (660-72)

ALSACE AND ITS WINEGARDENS. S. F. Hallgarten. Deutsch, 15s. 
1957. 22°5 cm. 188 pages. Illustrations. Map in colour. Indexes. 

Holding that Alsace, which he loves, has been neglected in books on French wine, 
the author has remedied this injustice in this book, which leaves no aspect of the 
subject untreated. Even so, he is able to devote almost half of his pages to a Wine 
Journey on which he takes the reader through some sixty towns and villages, showing 
him the sights, discoursing of history and legend and, of course, describing the 
varieties of wine encountered. A book to take to Alsace. (663-2) 


Plastics Industries 
GLASS REINFORCED PLASTICS. Edited by Phillip Morgan. 2nd 
edition. Iliffe, 45s. 1957. 25 cm. 292 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. References. 
Index. 
This book first appeared in 1954. The second edition has been carefully revised and 
brought up to date with new chapters on the epoxide/glass combinations, the resin 
injection moulding processes and the use of glass reinforced materials in chemical 
plant. Chemists from twenty major industrial and research establishments have 
contributed articles. There are full accounts of the physics and chemistry of the raw 
materials of the industry, the glass and resins. The use of glass fibre with the widely- 
used polyester resins and with the phenolic, silicone, melamine, furnane and epoxide 
resins is described in detail. Considerable space is given to the techniques of production 
now in use. About a third of the book is devoted to the applications of glass re- 
inforced plastics in the chemical, aircraft, electrical, automobile and many other 
industries.

FORM IN GOTHIC. Wilhelm Worringer. Authorized translation from the 
German. Edited with an Introduction by Sir Herbert Read. Tiranti, 25s. 1957. 
23 cm. 198 pages. Illustrations. 

This book, by an eminent German scholar, is a classic study of Gothic art and 

architecture, which was first published in England thirty years ago and has long been 

out of print. The publishers are to be congratulated on persuading the author, now 
in his seventy-fifth year, to allow it to be reprinted, even though he has since modified 
many of the views which it expresses. Sir Herbert Read, the distinguished art critic, 

contributes a foreword which contains some penetrating observations. (709-02) 


THE ARTIST IN WALES. David Bell. Harrap, 16s. 1957. 20 cm. 208 pages. 
Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
As the title indicates, this book deals with art in Wales rather than with the products 
of Welsh-born artists (of whom the author admits there have not been many of the 
first rank). Mr. Bell, Curator of the Glynn Vivian Art Gallery, Swansea, sets out to 
give an account of buildings, crafts and pictures which were either executed in or 
have some close connection with Wales, irrespective of whether the artists concerned 
were Welsh or English. His book may be described as a survey of the visual arts seen 
through Welsh eyes. In Wales the natural genius has usually expressed itself in 
literature and music rather than in painting and architecture; this book does some- 
thing to adjust the balance and should appeal to all Welshmen and those interested 
in the country.

THE HINDU VIEW OF ART. Mulk Raj Anand. With an introductory 
essay on Art and Reality by Eric Gill. 2nd edition. Asia Publishing House (Bombay, 
India), Rs.18. 1957. 20 cm. 152 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. 
Index. 

A comprehensive account of the religious, philosophical and aesthetic concepts under- 

lying Hindu art is given in this basic textbook, first published in 1933 and now 

re-issued, with revisions and fresh illustrations, in an Indian edition. Dr. Anand’s 
text has many merits: it assumes no previous knowledge on the part of the reader, 
technical terms are defined as they appear, there is a full analysis of the religious and 
literary influences (Vedantic, Buddhist, Jain, Sanscrit, Brahmin) which determined 
the stylistic evolution of Hindu art, and explanations are given of the meaning of the 
symbols and gestures which play such an important part in Hindu sculpture. The 
author is one of India’s leading writers on art and has had a distinguished academic 
career both in his own country and in England. (709°54)

TRIUMPH OF PEACE. A Study of the Whitehall Banqueting House. 
Per Palme. Thames & Hudson, 70s. 1957. 26-5 cm. 346 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

Emanating from the Institute of Art History of the University of Uppsala in Sweden, 

and first published in 1956, this volume is an immensely learned examination of a 

magnificent building, designed by Inigo Jones, which had enormous subsequent 

influence and has been admirably described as the ‘swan song of the High 

Renaissance’. The Banqueting House must have seemed a sensational novelty in 

early Stuart London, and Dr. Palme analyses in great detail not only the building 
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itself with its splendid interior decoration, but its social significance in the context 
of its own age. This is not an easy book to read. The language is sometimes over- 
elaborate a it assumes considerable knowledge in the reader, but for the serious 
student it is enthralling. The present edition is a model of taste in book production.

The architect-author has been working for twenty years on this profoundly learned 

study, devoted to an examination of the geometrical lore which governs Gothic 

architecture (with particular relation to a certain phase in Northern Europe), and to 
an attempt to find the key to its true meaning. The publishers are to be congratulated 
on issuing a work which may interest only a small number of readers, but is of great 
significance to architectural scholarship. It is sensibly arranged in two volumes, so 
that plates and text can be examined side by side. (726-5) 


THE ARCHITECTURE OF TRUTH. The Cistercian Abbey of Le 
Thoronnet in Provence, photographed by Lucien Hervé and arranged with 
quotations and notes by Frangois Cali. Text translated from the French by Rayner 
Heppenstall. Thames & Hudson, sos. 28 cm. 184 pages. 

A magnificently caparisoned book, an English edition of one published last year 

in France with the title (taken from La Queste del Saint-Graal) La Plus Grande Aventure 

du Monde. It comprises exquisite photographs by Lucien Hervé of the abbey, taste- 
fully deployed among quotations from the Saints and the Psalms which have been 
arranged with notes by Frangois Cali. Le Corbusier, the celebrated architect, 
contributes a brief foreword, and Rayner Heppenstall has wrestled manfully with 
the formidably confusing French text, producing a somewhat modified English 
version which differs, in many cases deliberately, from the original French.

DESIGNERS IN BRITAIN 5. Volume 5 of a biennial review of industrial 
and commercial design. Compiled by The Society of Industrial Artists. Edited by 
Herbert Spencer. Deutsch, 65s. 1957. 31 cm. 8 pages of text. 160 pages of illustrations. 
Index. 
Compiled at two-yearly intervals, this survey of contemporary British design is 
mainly intended for commercial artists and industrial designers who wish to keep 
up to date with developments in consumer goods. It contains hundreds of illustrations 
with brief descriptive captions giving designers’ names. Among the categories of 
goods included in the thirty-two sections are furniture, transport, radio and television 
receivers, industrial equipment, magazine design, press advertisements and pre- 
fabricated buildings. Technical and commercial libraries will find this volume a 
useful addition to their reference section. (745°2)

THE BIRTH AND REBIRTH OF PICTORIAL SPACE. John 
White. Faber, 63s. 1957. 26 cm. 288 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 

The development of perspective and representation of pictorial space in Italian art 

of the 13th-1s5th centuries is the subject of this scholarly monograph by Dr. White, 
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Lecturer in Art History at the Courtauld Institute, London. Beginning with Giotto’s 
frescoes and moving through the Sienese School to the Florentine masters of per- 
spective of the 15th century, the gradual introduction of space and depth into painting 
and, to a lesser extent, sculpture, is systematically studied. There is a chapter on 
French manuscript illumination in which many experiments, on a small scale, in the 
use of perspective were made simultaneously with, and sometimes in advance of, 
panel paintings and frescoes. Comparative study is also made of spatial design in 
antique and oriental art. This is a specialist book written for professional art historians 
and demands in the reader the ability to follow a detailed, technical analysis. (751) 


SATURN: AN ESSAY ON GOYA. André Malraux. Translated from 
the French by C. W. Chilton. Phaidon Press, 47s.6d. 1957. 31 cm. 184 pages. 
150 illustrations (18 in colour). 

This long interpretative essay on the Spanish painter Goya (1746-1828) is primarily 

concerned with the artist’s later work, produced after the illness in 1792 which left 

him deaf and during the Revolutionary period which saw the break-up of the 
charming, elegant 18th century world into which Goya was born. In selecting 
terrible and horrific subjects and creating a style which raises them to the level of 
great art, Goya made a clean break with the tradition of nearly two centuries and 
ushered in the age of modern painting. André Malraux’s text teems with original 
ideas and stimulating comparisons with the art of other countries and epochs. As 
in his previous books the numerous illustrations are deliberately chosen and arranged 
to carry a message independently of the text. This is a highly individual interpretation 
of Goya by one of the most alert minds in present-day France. (759°6) 


PERSIAN MINIATURES. B. W. Robinson. JAPANESE WOOD- 
CUTS. Basil Gray. Bruno Cassirer (Oxford): Distributors Faber, 8s.6d. each. 
1957. 19 cm. 32: 36 pages of text. 20 illustrations in colour. (Orion Art Books) 

The immediate appeal of oriental art is the chief characteristic of these two small 

volumes, each of which contains twenty colour plates with commentary on the 

facing page, and a short introduction. Rotogravure process gives the plates an 
agreeable texture, though the delicacy of colouring in the originals, especially in the 

Persian miniatures book, is not always conveyed. The Introductions, written by two 

well-known museum experts, are models of their kind. (759°955) (761)

MUSICAL SKETCHBOOK. Milein Cosman. Texts by Paul Hamburger, 
The Earl of Harewood, Hans Keller, Donald Mitchell, Charles Reid and others. 
Edited by Hans Keller and Donald Mitchell. Bruno Cassirer: Distributors, Faber, 
428. 19$7. 24 cm. 116 pages. Portrait drawings by Milein Cosman. 
This book contains upwards of fifty full-page drawings of well-known musicians 
(each faced by a few hundred words of text) and two sections devoted to opera 
singers. The text varies considerably in quality; it ranges from second-rate journalism 
to stylish criticism. Miss Cosman’s drawings are similarly unequal. They are at their 
best when strongly modelled as for Tippett and Segovia. Too many portraits are 
weakly drawn with a fuzzy, and consequently fussy, line, which lacks incisiveness. 
But there are some attractive sketches such as those of Schnabel, Schwarzkopf, and 
Bradshaw (the tympanist). On the whole the music-lover with a taste for visual art 
will enjoy this volume. (780-071) 
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EUROPEAN MUSIC IN THE TWENTIETH CENTURY. Edited 
by Howard Hartog. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 35s. 1957. 22 cm. 350 pages. Index. 
Thirteen earnest writers cover every country in Europe, including Russia. Two of 
the most perceptive and informative are David Drew on France and Anthony Milner 
on England. Valuable as these and other chapters are, the book as a whole would 
have been enhanced had each contributor been instructed to try to cast his critical 
eye beyond geographical boundaries and see how his domain fitted into the European 
.scene as a whole. With this reservation, the book may be recommended to all 
students of modern movements in music. (780-9405) 


THE DAGENHAM GIRL PIPERS. Alfred H. Haynes. Faber, 12s.6d. 
1957. 21 cm. 200 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
These world-famous players owe their origin to the visionary enthusiasm of the 
Rev. J. W. Graves, a Congregational minister who organised the band in 1930 as 
part of the then rapidly expanding civic life of Dagenham in Essex. Aided by the 
teaching of a Scottish pipe-major, he proved that the Scottish arts of piping, Highland 
dancing and the like could be mastered by English girls. In this unpretentious book 
Mr. Haynes describes how the girls have been selected and trained and how they 
accept discipline as the background of public success. The story of their travels and 
musical services, particularly during the war, makes excellent reading. (788-9)

STAGE DESIGN THROUGHOUT THE WORLD SINCE 1935. 
Texts and illustrations collected by the national centres of the International 
Theatre Institute. Chosen and presented by René Hainaux with the technical 
advice of Yves-Bonnat. Harrap, 105s. 1957. 30°5 cm. 224 pages. 399 illustrations 
(some in colour). Indexes. (International Theatre Institute Publications) 

‘A stage setting moulds those who haunt it . . . and if there is no interplay between 

the setting and the actors the scenery becomes a lifeless perspective, paralysing their 

action’, writes Jean Cocteau in his foreword. The rich and varied illustrations have 
been collected by the national centres of the International Theatre Institute, and 
chosen by René Hainaux with the technical advice of Yves-Bonnat. There are 
introductions to the designs by each contributing country and indexes classified 
under designers, authors, composers and choreographers. The work was first begun 
at the Oslo congress in 1951, and is not even now completed: there have been no 
submissions from China, India and the Soviet Union, but a supplementary volume 
is planned to fill these gaps. Apart from this, the present volume is an admirable work 
in every way. (792-02) 


THE IRRESISTIBLE THEATRE. W. Bridges-Adams. Vol. 1. From 
the Conquest to the Commonwealth. Secker and Warburg, 42s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 
460 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

The richness of this book lies in its interpretative quality—the author is first of all 

practitioner, then scholar, which is the happiest combination in relating the history 

of a live art, and lastly, he is a great lover of the theatre, so that the reader participates 
in his enjoyment. It is the general reader whom he seeks to introduce to ‘the history 
of the English stage in all its aspects’, combined with ‘such suggestions of historical 
and social background as may here and there be helpful’. The book will interest both 
student and professor, because his facts are soundly based and because in matters of 
comment he clearly states his own preferences and prejudices. A second volume will 
continue the story up to this century.

CAPE SUMMER and THE AUSTRALIANS IN ENGLAND. 
Alan Ross. Hamish Hamilton, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations. 
Most cricketing journalists’ books consist of their newspaper articles hastily expanded 
before the subject goes out of date. Mr. Ross has wider interests. Himself an excellent 
judge of the game, he is also a connoisseur of food and landscape and a literary 
craftsman. The core of his book is a first-rate day-to-day description of the 1956 
England-Australia Tests, and of England’s subsequent tour of South Africa, but each 
Test series is threaded upon a travel commentary devoted to the English cricketing 
counties and the cities and provinces of South Africa. Both action and travel photo- 
graphs are admirably chosen. (796-3) 


MODERN LAWN TENNIS. Tony and Joy Mottram. Nicholas Kaye, 16s. 
19$7. 21°5 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
Among many recent books on Lawn Tennis this is undoubtedly one of the best. 
The authors, husband and wife, are well-known British players who have now 
earned a reputation as first-class teachers of the modern game. As international 
players, they have had full experience of the new methods now generally adopted, 
and they have the ability to pass on their knowledge. The book is enriched by many 
excellent action photographs of famous players of today. (796-34) 


OLYMPIC GYMNASTICS. Volume II. Horizontal Bar. G. C. Kunzle. 
James Barrie, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 270 pages. Illustrations. 
This deals with a subject upon which very little has been written in English. It is an 
elaboration, in detail, of the principles laid down in a series of gymnastic training 
films made by Joseph Stalder, the world champion Swiss gymnast. Most of the 
action photographs are strip diagrams taken from the training films, arranged in 
sequences to show the essential technique of every movement. It is an authoritative 
and scientific textbook on all aspects of horizontal bar work, which, in addition to 
providing practical training, deals with the mechanics of the movements. (796-4) 


TOURIST TROPHY. The History of Britain’s Greatest Motor Race. 
Richard Hough. Hutchinson, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 
Bibliography. Index. 

The T.T. has been a part of British motor racing and of British motoring history 

for the past half century, and this book does it justice. It is admirably written, 

illustrated and documented, with reports of the races year by year and much 
information about the cars and their mechanical details. There is also comment by 
drivers, team managers and other experts, with contemporary accounts of a host of 

exciting moments. This is a book for all motor racing enthusiasts. (796-72) 


THE WILD AND THE TAME. Huldine V. Beamish. Bles, 18s. 1957. 
22 cm. 206 pages. Illustrations by Elizabeth Gray. 
This is a pleasantly rambling account of life and thoughts concentrated on sport 
and animals, domestic and wild, in north-west Scotland. The thrill of the hunt, 
fishing or shooting, the atmosphere of moorland country, the satisfaction of skilful 
training of dogs, especially white Alsatians in which the author specialised, are all 
well conveyed in plain, undecorated language. All this will appeal to any sportsman; 
the observations on animals and birds, as well as on the social organisation of remote 
country, will delight naturalists. (799:0941)

THE MIRROR IN THE ROADWAY. A Study of the Modern Novel. 
Frank O’Connor. Hamish Hamilton, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 332 pages. Index. 
In this series of lectures delivered a few years ago at Harvard, Mr. O’Connor surveys 
the European and American novel from Jane Austen to James Joyce. He contends 
that the novel can best be studied by examining it in the light of the spiritual and 
historical characteristics of a given period in many different countries rather than by 
following the boundaries of a national literature. Himself a fine short-story writer, 
his book is distinguished by an insight, which far surpasses that of most professional 
critics, into the technical problems confronting the authors he discusses and their 
success in solving them. This is one of the most penetrating and powerfully argued 
books on the novel for many years. (809-3) 


American Literature 
COLLECTED POEMS 1923-53. Louise Bogan. Peter Owen, 15s. 1957. 
21 cm. 128 pages. 

Miss Louise Bogan, an American poet, presents in this volume the cream of thirty 
years’ work. In the United States, Miss Bogan has a reputation roughly comparable 
to that of Kathleen Raine or of Anne Ridler in Britain. Her poems, on the whole 
traditional in language and form, are most typically extremely compact lyrical 
meditations on the quieter depths of the female sensibility. Miss Bogan has subtle 
and unexpected things to say both about love and landscape; and the prevailing 
gravity of her tone is sometimes interrupted by flashes of a dry and whimsical 
American wit, not unlike Marianne Moore’s. She is not a poet who takes by storm, 
but one who richly repays patient and concentrated reading. (811-5) 


GREAT PRAISES. Richard Eberhart. Chatto & Windus, 10s.6d. 1957. 
22°5 cm. 72 pages. 
Mr. Richard Eberhart is an American poet who combines great intellectual energy 
with a simple emotional directness and a flair for the more traditional lyrical forms. 
His fault in the past has been an excessive copiousness, leading, occasionally, to 
surprising technical carelessness. His present volume is more even in accomplishment, 
perhaps because it is more unified in mood and theme, than many of his previous 
ones. The note repeatedly struck is that of a more or less religious celebration of 
human and natural life, even of their tragic aspects, and of exultation in the power of 
poetry itself to transform and to heal. (811-5)

PRELIMINARY ESSAYS. John Wain. Macmillan, 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 
206 pages. 

Mr. Wain is best known to the general public as a pugnacious reviewer and a 
prominent member of the ‘angry young men’ school of fiction and poetry. This book 
consists mainly of longer and more recondite studies reprinted from periodicals, 
but he is not yet fully at home in the long essay form. He shows an extremely vigorous 
critical intelligence, but in dealing with such subjects as Restoration Comedy or the 
influence of Ovid on English poetry his deliberately colloquial approach is sometimes 
incongruous. He is at his best in the shorter, hard-hitting critiques on the poets 
Ezra Pound, William Empson and Dylan Thomas. (820-4) 
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English Poetry Australian Poetry Canadian Poetry 
ESSAYS IN POETRY. Mainly Australian. Vincent Buckley. Melbourne 
University Press (Melbourne, Australia), 30s. 1957. 23 cm. 208 pages. Index. 

An attempt to evaluate the work and style of Australia’s leading poets, and to trace 

the development of Australian poetry over the past thirty years against a background 

of overseas trends. The author's treatment of individual poets, for example, A. D. 

Hope, Judith Wright, Kenneth Slessor and others, together with discussions of the 

effects of poets in general, will help to give readers some understanding of modern 
oetry. The essays are provocative in nature and, as the author admits, are also 
partisan’. Their value lies, however, in the fact that they are designed to create an 

interest in Australian poets. (821-04A) 


COLLECTED POEMS 1930-1955. George Barker. Faber, 18s. 1957. 
21 cm. 246 pages. Index. 
Like the late Dylan Thomas, Mr. Barker reacted against the political and social 
preoccupations of the Auden school in favour of a more romantic idiom. He is a 
lyrical poet, immensely rich in vocabulary and imagination, but more exuberant 
than disciplined. His verse frequently dazzles but sometimes suggests that the verbal 
effects themselves have taken charge. In consequence it is usually strengthened by 
the technical challenge of an exacting form such as the sonnet. The present volume 
well represents the full range of his poetry in free verse, songs, sonnets and elegies, 
but omits the long autobiographical True Confession of George Barker, published in 
1950. (821-9) 


PEGASUS and Other Poems. C. Day Lewis. Cape, 10s.6d. 1957. 20-5 cm. 
64 pages. 
Mr. Day Lewis has returned to the rhymes and metres of traditional lyric verse in 
many of the poems of this short collection. He begins with four narrative poems 
based on Greek mythological subjects, the first of which, Pegasus, aptly symbolises 
the poet’s struggle to control his inspiration. The remainder are poems of an elegiac 
or meditative cast, on friends recently dead, the transience of love or the coming of 
old age. If these do not always suggest the compact power of his earlier work, they 
contain memorable lines and much of the freshness of imagery at which this poet has 
always excelled. (821-9) 


ELEGIAC AND OTHER POEMS. Leonard Mann. F. W. Cheshire 
(Melbourne, Australia), 17s.6d. 1957. 23 cm. 72 pages. 
In this latest volume of poems the author has concentrated on taking his subjects 
from modern life. His images are not far removed from reality so that it is possible 
for the reader to follow his thoughts easily, and at the same time feel the emotional 
quality always present in his work. His purely descriptive poems, for example 
‘Spring Morning’, provide a refreshing change from the somewhat morbid pre- 
occupation with disaster found in his subject themes. This collection includes a 
number of earlier poems, altered and revised. (821-9A) 


THE EYE OF THE NEEDLE. Satires, Sorties, Sundries. F. R. Scott. 
Contact Press (Toronto, Canada), $2.00. 1957. 23 cm. 72 pages. 

A selection of the brilliant and biting poems which have been appearing in Canadian 

periodicals since the 1920’s and a handful of new ones make up the present volume, 

the third such collection of the author’s work since 1945. The author comments on 
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the Canadian scene and pins his selected victims in carefully constructed pasquinades 
ranging in mood from anger to indulgent mockery. Among his targets are actual 
Canadian politicians, political parties and authors. Clichés of Canadianism are 
wittily deflated and social injustices are incisively exposed. Scott shapes his poems to 
compel an unequivocal and instantaneous reaction to his point of view. An appendix 
lists when and where cach poem was originally published, with the author’s notes 
and comments. (821-9C) 


COLLECTED POEMS. Edith Sitwell. Macmillan, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 
492 pages. Indexes. 
Dame Edith Sitwell first made her poetic reputation as a pioneer of the modern 
movement with verse that was highly experimental in its use of rhythms, rhymes and 
assonances, and which employed startlingly original conceits and metaphors. Gold 
Coast Customs (1929), a disguised attack on the corruption and callousness of Western 
civilisation, foreshadowed her greatest creative period, which produced the poems 
of suffering and redemption written in the early years of the war, and marked her 
progress from a note of gay, sharp-tongued satire to a hieratic gravity of utterance. 
This volume brings together all the phases of her development up to her latest 
volume, Gardeners and Astronomers, and includes a few recent and scattered poems 
such as the Elegy to Dylan Thomas. In an extremely interesting preface Dame Edith 
enlarges upon the effects her poetry is intended to produce, particularly her use of 
sound to distinguish shades of meaning. (821-9) 


INTRODUCING MODERN POETRY. An Anthology compiled by 
W. G. Bebbington. Revised edition. Faber, 9s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 146 pages. Index. 
“Modern poetry’ signifies so many different things that it demands a fairly precise 
definition. Mr. Bebbington, without offering one, rightly argues that ‘modern’ and 
‘contemporary’ are not synonymous, and hence omits poets such as Belloc or de la 
Mare. Only eighteen poets are included, beginning with T. S. Eliot and heavily 
weighted with writers of the thirties, but at least generous selections of their works 
are offered. This anthology (now revised) first appeared in 1944 and perhaps relies 
overmuch upon the values then current—among later poets only D. J. Enright is 

represented. The editor explains his choice in a vigorous and controversial preface.

English Miscellany 
A NOTE-BOOK OF EDMUND BURKE. Poems, Characters, Essays 
and Other Sketches in the Hands of Edmund and William Burke. Edited by 
H. V. F. Somerset. Cambridge University Press, 18s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 132 pages. 
2 illustrations. 
A long-recognised biographical gap in the carly literary career of Edmund Burke 
(1729-97), the great British political philosopher, can now be largely filled by the 
study of this Note-book here published in its entirety for the first time. Covering the 
years 1750-56, the volume contains twenty-four pieces, most of them by Edmund 
Burke but four, at least, by his kinsman William Burke. There are essays, character 
sketches, poems, letters and outlines of speeches and arguments, which show a 
surprising maturity of thought and style, and are prophetic of Burke’s development 
into the great political force of his own and subsequent times. Sir Ernest Barker 
points out the importance of this book, and Mr. Somerset’s work is scholarly editing 
at its best. (828-6) 
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German Literature 
MEDUSA’S MIRROR. Studies in German Literature. August Closs. 
Cresset Press, 308. 1957. 22 cm. 272 pages. Index. 

Professor Closs has assembled a number of his previously published studies which he 
regards as having an organic unity in that they deal with the theme of reality and 
poetic symbol. The title refers to the shield of Perseus, a ‘symbol of the image into 
which the poet imprisons a terrible reality’. Of the fourteen articles on German 
literature and three of a more general nature, some are little more than collections of 
notes, but longer contributions discuss substance and symbol in poetry, the medieval 
epic Tristan, Hélderlin, George, Rilke, and trends in contemporary literary criticism. 
Professor Closs’s approach springs from an academic German tradition that will 
appeal more to the literary historian than to the general reader, and his wide field of 
interest, ranging from the middle ages to post-war poetry, is not always matched by 
penetrating judgment, but his erudition remains impressive. (830-4) 


French Literature 


THE IMAGE OF FRANCE. David Tylden-Wright. Secker & Warburg, 
18s. 1957. 20 cm. 188 pages. 
Ten novelists and one poet are included in these studies of some of France’s leading 
modern writers, all of whom, except Anatole France, may be labelled contemporary. 
Anatole France and Paul Valéry have each a chapter to themselves, Gide and Martin 
du Gard rather surprisingly share one, as do more naturally Bosco and Giono, 
writers of the South. Finally Saint-Exupéry, Malraux and Camus, reactionaries 
prepared to give their life for a cause, are grouped together. These pleasantly (some- 
times carelessly) written studies addressed to readers already acquainted with the 
subject, while containing nothing profound, by frequent happy turns of phrase in 
estimation will stimulate further reading. (840-4) 


Latin Literature 
POETS IN A LANDSCAPE. Gilbert Highet. Hamish Hamilton, 30s. 
1957. 22 cm. 276 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

Professor Highet has conceived an original idea for a book and executed it in a way 
which should delight all lovers of poetry and of Italy, especially those whose Latin 
shows traces of rust. The result is partly a travel-book, partly 2 literary history, partly 
an anthology, the whole delightfully illustrated. The author visits the birthplaces of 
seven of the greatest Roman poets from Juvenal to Catullus, sketches their person- 
alities and discerns in the present many of the unchanging features of the Italy they 
knew. He explains his own intense enjoyment of these authors and restores to life a 
whole poetic world which for most people today lies buried in the schoolroom. His 
book appeals most strongly of all perhaps through the quality of the translations. 
These are admirably faithful to the originals, but possess considerable poetic merits 
of their own. (870-8) 


Russian Literature 

DICTIONARY OF RUSSIAN LITERATURE. William E. Harkins. 
Allen & Unwin, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 448 pages. 

Some hundreds of entries, arranged alphabetically, concerning authors of any 

significance who have contributed to the literature of the Great Russian people 

include longer articles devoted to the life and works of the leading writers, to literary 

periods, schools and genres, as well as to related subjects such as literary criticism, drama 
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and folk literature. Historical topics are mentioned where their reflection in literature 
renders this desirable. A continuous account of the historical development of 
literature in Russia may be obtained by selecting certain articles and reading them in 
succession, viz.: Literature, Old Russian; Classicism; Sentimentalism; Pre- 
Romanticism; Romanticism; Parnassian Poets; Realism; Symbolism; and Literature, 
Soviet. The latter traces changes in the direction of literary policy since the early 
post-Revolutionary period of brilliant experimentalism, through the various stages 
of social realism to present day. This is a valuable reference book, providing in 
compact form essential information on all aspects of Russian literature.  (891~703)

GREAT WORLD MYSTERIES. Eric Frank Russell. Dobson, 16s. 1957. 
22 cm. 192 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Women who burst into flame unaccountably, coffins that change their position in 
sealed vaults, strange sea monsters, — who appear from nowhere and others 
who just as oddly disappear, footprints found in places which seem quite impossible 
and the curious case of the Mary Celeste are a few of the well-attested mysteries 
investigated by the author of this entertaining and alarming book. Eric Frank Russell, 
a well-known writer of science fiction, is no believer in the supernatural, and has 
ingeniously ‘rational’ suggestions to account for the unlikely happenings which he 
describes. (900) 


Geography Travel Description 
THE RENDERING OF GEOGRAPHICAL NAMES. M. Aurousseau. 
Hutchinson, 10s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 156 pages. Maps. Index. (Hutchinson University 
Library) 
To an Englishman, living on an island and accustomed to using only one language, 
the rendering of geographical names would appear to present no difficulties. Mr. 
Aurousseau, however, than whom no one could be better qualified to write this 
book, soon makes clear the errors and inconsistencies which commonly arise. The 
topics discussed include: what is a geographical name?; how should a particular 
name be written down for English use?; how to choose between alternative forms, 
and to what extent English conventional forms are allowable. A particularly difficult 
problem is presented by names in countries which do not use the Roman alphabet. 
The solutions he advances display logic controlled by common sense, and an absence 
of dogmatism. This short book, packed with out-of-the-way information, will be of 
much value to cartographers, indexers, journalists and all who have to deal with 
geographical names. (910) 


THE WONDROUS ISLE OF STAFFA: Its History, Geology, Features 
and Associations. Donald B. MacCulloch. 3rd edition. Oliver & Boyd, 18s. 1957. 
22 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. 

This book is the outcome of a lifelong enthusiasm for the island of Staffa, celebrated 

for its columnar rock formations and especially for Fingal’s cave. Mr. MacCulloch 

first published it thirty years ago, and this is the second revision and expansion. It 
has thus become almost an encyclopaedia of information on the island. The historical 
sections are balanced by an up-to-date, but slightly involved, explanation of the 
island’s geological history, detailed descriptions of the caves and similar topics of 
immediate interest to the tourist. It is likely to remain the source book for wrlters 
on Staffa for a considerable time to come. There are some striking photographs.

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THE QUIET PLACES. Basil Collier. Phoenix House, 25s. 1957. 25*§ cm. 
64 pages of text. 66 photographs by the author. 

This is a book ‘in praise of solitude’, and much more than a picture book of British 
scenery. The text, an important and distinguished piece of writing, consists of essays 
on Central and North Wales, the Cotswolds, the Welsh Marches, the Pennines, 
Galloway, the Eastern Counties, the chalk Downs, and even, somewhat surprisingly, 
London’s quiet places. In spite of the ever-growing encroachments on oe lonely 
districts, there are still large stretches of countryside in Britain where one can spend 
a day without seeing another human being. The author’s full-page photographs are 
wholly admirable, but not perhaps in every case strictly relevant to the text.

THE SUSSEX BOOK. Clifford Musgrave. THE WILTSHIRE BOOK. 
Geoffrey Grigson. Thames & Hudson, 9s.6d. each. 1957. 18°5 cm. 96 pages. 
Numerous photographs. Map. Bibliographical note. (English Counties Series) 

An air of freshness and distinction marks out this new series. These are not conventional 

guide-books, but admirable supplements to them. The photographs occupy more 

than half the space, they are good in themselves, well chosen and well reproduced, 
and they cover prehistory and history, landscape and buildings, including many of 
the most interesting features of the county. Some of the captions are long and the 
five or six-page introductions are character-studies of the counties. The lack of 
indexes is regrettable. (914-2) 


TAINE’S NOTES ON ENGLAND. [Hippolyte Taine]. Translated from 
the French with an introduction by Edward Hyams. Thames & Hudson, 25s. 1957. 
22 cm. 328 pages. Illustrations. 

Hippolyte Taine (1828-93), a leading French philosopher, man of letters, and art 

historian, had a serious interest in English literature, and a respect for English 

institutions. After his visit to England in 1859 he compiled this traveller’s notebook 
for the enlightenment of his countrymen. He was a sympathetic, but by no means 
uncritical observer and, while there was much in England he could commend, there 
were many features which appalled him. In common with all foreign visitors his 
impressions were highly personal. It is as contemporary opinion that this book is 
mainly valuable, but it should have been annotated more critically, with references 
to other sources. Taken for what it is, a highly individual travel diary, it makes 
amusing and informative reading, well worth examination for a peep at Victorian 
England through a foreigner’s eyes. (914-2) 


THE GEOGRAPHY OF THE PORT OF LONDON. James Bird. 
Hutchinson, 10s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 208 pages. Diagrams. Maps. References. Index. 
(Hutchinson University Library) 

This informative book is the result of research by a geographer assisted by the Port 

of London Authority. Dr. Bird begins by setting out clearly the reasons for the 

early growth of a port near the tidal limit, and the characteristics of the Thames as 

a natural highway. The critical point in the port’s history was the early roth century, 

when wet dock construction began on the floodplain downstream. The complexity 

of the modern port is astonishing: as treated by Dr. Bird it includes five major dock 
systems, the wharves and the barge fleet, the associated markets, and the industries of 
lower Thameside. He analyses the functions of each of these components, handli 

a mass of detail skilfully, and always keeping in mind his dictum that ‘the Thames 

made London’. (914-21) 
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VENICE. Introduction, photographs and notes by H. Decker. Translated and 
adapted from the German Venedig. Thames & Hudson, 50s. 1957. 30 cm. 40 pages 
of text. 234 illustrations (4 in colour). 

Photographically speaking this is a splendid volume. Herr Decker has specialised in 

Venetian subjects and his studies of architecture, street scenes and the infinitely varied 

effects of light and water which are so characteristic of Venice could scarcely be 

bettered. There are, however, some surprising omissions. Neither the Ca d’Oro nor 
the Accademia appears at all and the great wealth of Venetian painting is only 
represented in part. The notes are very serviceable, but it seems a pity to confine the 
introduction, skilfully done in itself, to a bare eight pages. (914s) 


SPANISH JOURNEY or Springtime in Madrid. W. T. Blake. Alvin 
Redman, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 220 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). Map. Index. 
In his account of a recent journey by car through Spain Major Blake describes his 
travels unpretentiously and with great enthusiasm and cheerfulness. He is plainly 
more interested in people than in things, and he made contact with Spaniards of all 
walks of life. His ink will appeal to those who do not want a very detailed or 
academic account of Spain. Anglers will be particularly grateful for the interesting 
and useful appendix. The book is generously illustrated, but some of the colour 
photographs are not very successful. (914°6) 


QUINSAI with Other Notes on Marco Polo. A. C. Moule. Cambridge 
University Press, 30s. 1957. 28 cm. 104 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. 
Paper covers. 

The extraordinary fascination which Marco Polo’s great book of travel exerts over 

men’s minds is well demonstrated in this erudite work by the former Cambridge 

Professor of Chinese Language and Literature. The author, who published in 1938, 

with the late P. Pelliot, a translation of Marco Polo’s The Description of the World, 

here assembles a number of notes written during the last thirty years and dealing with 
quite unconnected places, incidents or single words in the current text. Though 
primarily addressed to scholars concerned with textual exegesis, this work—and its 

illustrations—will delight all who have ever fallen under the spell of Quinsai. —_ (915) 


PERSIA. Photographs by A. Costa. Introductory Essay and Notes by 
L. Lockhart. Thames & Hudson, 50s. 1957. 31 cm. 46 pages of text. 105 photographs. 
5 colour plates. Map. 
Dr. Lockhart, a well-known authority, contributes to this volume a concise history 
of Iran and has also written the historical and descriptive notes to the plates. The 
main part of the book is composed of photographs by Costa, among which the 
turquoise dome of the Madraseh-y-Madar-i-Shah at Iphahan lends itself beautifully 
to colour. The scenery, the handicrafts, the life of the people, archaeological sites and 
the modern cities are depicted in these photographs, in which the bright light and 
dark shadows have been used with a high degree of technical and artistic skill. To 
those who know Iran or are interested in the country or in fine photography this 
book will greatly appeal. (915"5) 


AFGHAN INTERLUDE. Oliver Rudston de Baer. Chatto & Windus, 
21s. 19$7. 22 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations. 2 maps. 


A lively account of an undergraduate expedition in a Land Rover across Europe, 
Asia Minor and Persia to the Afghan province of Badakhshan. Few accounts of 
Afghanistan have appeared recently, so that the narrative is of more than ephemeral 
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interest. Rather much is made of the preliminaries in Cambridge, but once the 
expedition starts, the book, humorous and mature in outlook, is continuously 
interesting. In Afghanistan they reached and stayed for a short time in the remote 
valley of Boharak in Badakhshan, where they made some study of the sedentary 
Tajik agriculturalists and the nomads of Pathan stock. Much amusement is extracted 
from the workings of Oriental bureaucracy, but it is goodnatured, and the portraits 
of the individuals encountered are sympathetically drawn. (915-81) 


SOUTH AMERICA. Hans Mann. Thames & Hudson, 50s. 1957. 31 cm. 
60 pages of text. 246 photographs (5 in colour). 21 maps. Bibliography. 
Mr. Mann’s volume is certainly a magnificent, and probably the most comprchensive, 
pictorial record of South America ever to have been published. Photographs of 
exquisite beauty and arresting significance emphasise the extraordinary contrasts 
of the very old and the very new: relics of indigenous Indian cultures, the growth of 
modern cities such as Caracas and Sao Paulo; still inaccessible interiors of mountain 
and jungle, the sociological consequences of immigration and miscegenation; the 
adoption of technical inventions, the development of industry, the commercial 
impact of the air-solution to the problem of communications; and the consciousness 
of latent power to make South America the continent of the next century. An 
admirable introduction summarises the history from the time of the conquistadores, 
and the excellent notes on the plates include geographical consideration of the 
constituent ten republics and three colonies. (918) 


INCAS TO INDIANS. Photographs by Werner Bischof, Robert Frank 
and Pierre Verger. Introduction and captions by Manuel Tufion de Lara. Translated 
from the Spanish by James Emmons. Photography Magazine, 45s. 19$7. 28-5 cm. 
38 pages of text. 80 photographs. 

This book effectively demonstrates that although four centuries have elapsed since 

the Inca civilisation first encountered that of Western Europe the world born of that 

union has yet to attain natural maturity. The Andean Indians, conquered, colonised, 
converted to Christianity, dispossessed and conscripted to wage incomprehensible 
wars, have somehow retained the proud and lordly bearing of their Incan ancestors, 
passively resisting assimilation into the various nations that have taken forin. But they 
have lost the thread of their former existence and need to have their confidence 
restored if they are to emerge from their solitude and participate constructively in 
national life. In these brilliant photographs that need is made visible. This remarkable 
survey, of interest to the curious reader as well as to the social anthropologist, is at 
once a testament of faith and an indictment. (918-5) 


FORBIDDEN JUNGLE. Ross Salmon. Hodder & Stoughton, 17s.6d. 1957. 21 
cm. 192 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 
An interest in the pre-conquest history of the aboriginal peoples of Central South 
America led this Dartmoor cattle-farmer, broadcaster and freelance writer in January, 
1956, to make an expedition, with one companion and unarmed except for camera 
and tape-recorder, into the mountainous jungle on the borders of Colombia and 
Venezuela. In this modest and very readable account of contact with Guajiro, Kogi 
and Ijka culture, the author finally establishes that the Motilon Indians are not one 
tribe, but two distinct groups: the small, near-pygmy Yuko, to whose society he 
gained access, and the more robust and hostile Dobokubi who expelled him before 
he could discover their system. (918-61) 
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BRITISH GUIANA. The Land of Six Peoples. Michael Swan. H.M. 
Stationery Office, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 248 pages. 78 photographs (1 in colour). 
Drawings by Denis Williams. 5 maps. Bibliography. Index. (Corona Library) 

The excellent aim of the Corona Library is to describe the territories for which the 

Colonial Office is responsible in a form that avoids the superficiality of many travel 

books on the one hand and the rigidity of official reports on the other. This, the 

fourth in the series, succeeds excellently in its aim. The author is both a perceptive 
observer and an attractive writer and his account of three and a half months in the 

Colony is admirably supplemented by the drawings and numerous photographs. 

Appendices give statistical and other useful background information. British Guiana’s 

political and economic problems have attracted attention in recent years and this 

account of a fascinating area meets the need for a modern general account. —_ (918-81) 


EXPEDITION SOUTH. W. Ellery Anderson. Evans Bros., 18s. 1957. 23 cm. 
208 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 
Twelve men occupied the British Base at Home Bay, Graham Land in 1954/55, 
recording 5,000 meteorological observations, carrying out useful medical and 
veterinary research and, in the course of a gruelling journey, re-surveying 4,000 square 
miles of territory. Its leader has added this record of their year’s work to the growing 
literature of Antarctica. He writes well about huskies (which he believes to be 
indispensable here), seals and penguins—his party encountered the corpses of over 
2,000 crab-eater seals whose deaths have still to be explained—and the relations 
between the rival, but personally friendly, British and Argentine bases. (919-9)

SURGEON’S JOURNEY. The Autobiography of J. Johnston Abraham. 
Heinemann, 25s. 1957. 21-5 cm. 452 pages. Illustrations. 2 maps. Index. 

‘I have never been bored in my life’, writes the author and certainly no one with his 
zest for life could be bored or boring. Tales of his boyhood in Coleraine are followed 
by descriptions of his student days in Dublin, his service in the 1914-18 war, fighting 
the scourge of typhus at Skolopje and later as A.D.M.S. in Palestine. Throughout, 
the personalities he meets, whether of the world of medicine, art, literature, or the 
theatre, are vividly presented. Mr. Johnston Abraham himself emerges as a brave, 
generous man who has achieved eminence not only as a surgeon, a venereal disease 
specialist, and a successful author, but also as a publisher. Surgeon’s Journey is excellent 
as autobiography but it also provides a fascinating study of the development of 
surgery, chemotherapy and even of English life during the past half century. _—_ (92) 


BOSWELL IN SEARCH OF A WIFE 1766-1769. Edited by Frank 
Brady and Frederick A. Pottle. Heinemann, 30s. 1957. 24 cm. 458 pages. 
Illustrations. Maps. Index 

This sixth volume in the ‘general’ edition of Boswell’s private papers follows Boswell 

in his search for a wife and his remarkably frequent fallings in and out of love in the 

process. It is, at the same time, very much more than Boswell in a society comedy 
setting, for these years cover the crisis in his relationship with his father, Lord 

Auchinleck, and two of his visits to London, with records of conversations with 

Dr. Johnson and the London literary set. Boswell also records, with his usual candour, 

some of his less reputable alliances, with the result that this is as much a window on 

one aspect of 18th century life as it is an account of his own affairs. Like its companions, 

this volume is admirably edited and beautifully produced. (92) 
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THE LIFE OF ELIZABETH BARRETT BROWNING. Gardner B. 
Taplin. Murray, 42s. 1957. 24 cm. 498 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
The sources for a biography of Elizabeth Barrett are immensely rich and, despite all 
that has been written on the Brownings, Mr. Taplin has introduced important and 
unfamiliar material. This includes an early diary recording much of Elizabeth’s 
reading, and letters to her sister Henrietta, to Mrs. Mitford and her mentor in Greek, 
H. S. Boyd. Mr. Taplin presents not only the fullest record to date of Elizabeth’s life 
but he also follows the criticism of her poetry in her lifetime. He tends to rely on his 
massive documentation of the subject and rarely offers his own views, but his skilful 
marshalling of his material makes this a biography of solid value. (92) 


ISAMBARD KINGDOM BRUNEL. A Biography. L. T. C. Rolt. 
Longmans, 25s. 1957. 23 cm. 362 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Isambard Kingdom Brunel was perhaps the most remarkable engineer of the roth 
century. Of a French family, son of Sir Marc Brunel who made the first tunnel under 
the Thames, Isambard Kingdom surveyed and built the Great Western Railway, and 
then turned much of his prodigious energy to big ships. The largest and most 
troublesome of them was the Great Eastern. Its construction and launching cost Brunel 
health and fortune. He died at little over fifty, in the midst of controversy over his 
designs. He had long been recognised as a giant among men. Mr. Rolt has written 
a full, balanced and richly rewarding book in which he compares Brunel, with his 
many-sided skill, to a man of the Renaissance. It is largely based on family papers, 
not before published. (92) 


CHARLES DARWIN. Ruth Moore. Hutchinson, 12s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 
208 pages. Frontispiece. Sources. Index. (The Stratford Library) 
This contribution to Darwiniana is drawn largely from Darwin’s own writings but 
suffused throughout by a background knowledge of the characteristics of 19th 
century natural science. Miss Moore has contrived a full, round and sympathetic 
account of his life and work, and is able to present clear and succinct appraisals of 
the factors influencing Darwin’s thought and the reactions of his contemporaries to 
his books. While it does not add to our knowledge of Darwin, this work provides a 
very enthusiatic introduction to the great naturalist. (92) 


HAND OVER HAND. Cécile de Banke. Hutchinson, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 
264 pages. Illustrations. Index. 


Miss de Banke prefaces this record of her own early life with a fascinating and valuable 
account of her ancestors, the French Huguenot weavers who fled from the persecution 
of Protestants in their own country in the 17th century and settled in London. Her 
mother married an east London innkeeper who afterwards became, while his luck 
held, a prosperous betting bookmaker; and during that period at the end of the 19th 
century the author enjoyed idyllic times alternating between Epping Forest and 
Brighton, before the accidental discovery that she possessed a fine singing voice led 
her at length to the musical stage and, as this volume ends, to South Africa. Her 
book gives an excellent picture of a now closed chapter in English social life. (92) 


THREE LOVES OF DOSTOEVSKY. Marc Slonim. Alvin Redman, 16s. 
19$7. 20 cm. 318 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

A biography which draws freely upon the diaries and letters of the women in 

Dostoevsky’s life as well as upon his own correspondence. The main episodes it 


describes are his first marriage, his unhappy love affair with the student Apollinaria 
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Suslova and his final marriage to Anna Krukobskaya, but these events are interwoven 
with other less-known liaisons with many different types of women. In spite of a 
popular and occasionally crude treatment, the book should interest serious students 
of Dostoevsky for its insight into the author's personality and its comparison of his 
strange life-history with his handling of similar themes in his novels. (92) 


VITA EDWARDI SECUNDI. Monachi Cuiusdam Malmesberiensis. 
THE LIFE OF EDWARD THE SECOND by the so-called Monk of 
Malmesbury. Translated from the Latin with Introduction and Notes by 
N. Denholm-Young. Nelson, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 324 pages. Index. (Nelson's 
Medieval Texts) 

Another volume in a series of texts (giving the original and a translation) which is 

proving tremendously useful to students of the Middle Ages. The author of this life 

of Edward Il, was a highly educated, well-informed observer of events, critical of 
the times in which he lived, and his work is the best, and often the only, source for 
the history of the baronial opposition to Edward II. In his brief introduction the 
editor gives an admirable account of the work, and the sources on which it is based, 
going further than earlier scholars in suggesting the identity of the writer. (92) 


GARIBALDI. Denis Mack Smith. Hutchinson, 12s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 216 pages. 
Frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. (The Stratford Library) 
The author of this volume (one of a new series of short lives of historical personalities) 
is Fellow of Peterhouse, Cambridge, and is already known as a specialist on the history 
of Italy in the 19th century. In this concise history of Garibaldi and the movement 
for Italian unity he has successfully recaptured the spirit of the movement, and has 
given a vivid character sketch of the great Italian leader. This is admirable preparatory 
reading for the larger works on the subject. (92) 


THE LIFE AND TIMES OF BARON HAUSSMANN. Paris in the 
Second Empire. J. M. and Brian Chapman. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 21s. 1957. 
22 cm. 272 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

How many of the visitors who admire the great boulevards, the parks, the open 

spaces, and the magnificent planning of Paris know more than the name of the man 

who transformed the medieval city: Baron Georges Haussmann became Prefect of 
the Seine in 1853, and from then until his fall a few months before Sedan his was the 
mind which planned the transformation. This book tells the story of his career. The 
authors—lecturers at Manchester University—have brought to life again that 
energetic, dictatorial, ruthless, but highly efficient figure, against the background of 
the glittering society of Paris under Napoleon III. (92) 


SO MUCH LOVE, SO LITTLE MONEY. Lyn Irvine. Faber, 12s.6d. 
1957. 20°5 cm. 170 pages. 
The author, daughter of a Scottish Presbyterian minister and an Irish mother, here 
tells the story of her childhood in Berwick-on-Tweed (1901-1908) and in Aberdeen. 
No great events and few famous people are brought into the tale, but Lyn and her 
middleclass family come vividly to life in it and the atmosphere of those tranquil 
years before 1914 is authentically conveyed. This unusual autobiography, a pleasure 
to read for its clear English and its attractive sincerity, is a book to keep and to dip 
into at odd moments. (92) 
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JAM TODAY. Oriel Malet. Gollancz, 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 222 pages. 

Two English girls go to live for a year in Paris. A flat is provided for them near the 
Bois de Boulogne and, later, they move to a studio nearby. For a time they study 
painting, making friends with a French art student, Ivan, in the process. But, in the 
main, they spend their time enjoying Paris, which includes several meetings with 
Yvonne Printemps, entertaining a horse to dinner, and many other odd and amusi 
adventures. The book skilfully conveys the eternal fascination of Paris and the delight 
of being young and free. (92) 


GAY WAS THE PIT. The Life and Times of Anne Oldfield, Actress 
(1683-1730). Robert Gore-Browne. Max Reinhardt, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 192 pages. 
Frontispiece. Index. 

The first English actress to appear on the public stage preceded “Nance Oldfield’ by 

a bare forty years. Within this short period women in the theatre had become 

accepted and established and in the early 18th century were occupying a recognised 

position, usually with a ‘protector’ in high-society. Mrs. Oldfield had natural gifts 
for her chosen profession and shone both in comedy and tragedy. Her friendships 
included many dramatists and poets of the time, Farquhar, Steele, Vanbrugh, Cibber, 

Addison, Rowe and Savage. These and others wrote parts for her and indeed 

considerably aided her career. The book gives an excellent picture of life in and around 

the theatres of the time. (92) 


REMINISCENCES OF SIR WALTER SCOTT’S RESIDENCE 
IN ITALY, 1832. Sir William Gell. Edited with notes by James C. Corson. 
Introduction by G. H. Needler. Nelson, 10s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 80 pages. Illustrations. 
Map. Index. 

Scott’s visit to Italy was undertaken at the end of his life in the hope of restoring his 

health after his breakdown from overwork. He stayed five months, visiting Rome, 

Naples, and their environs under the guidance of Sir William Gell, who had made 

his name as a topographer and antiquary of Greece and Italy. Scott’s weakened 

condition restricted his travels and the warm entertainment he received further taxed 
his strength. The memoir is of particular interest since the picture it gives of Scott’s 
last days was largely and undeservedly neglected by Lockhart in his classic biography.

DISPUTED BARRICADE. The Life and Times of Josip Broz-Tito, 
Marshal of Jugoslavia. Fitzroy Maclean. Cape, 25s. 1957. 20°5 cm. 480 pages. 
Illustrations. Map. References. Bibliography. Index. 

Mr. Fitzroy Maclean, who was head of the British Military Mission to Yugoslavia 

during the last war, has written a brilliant and authoritative study of one of the most 

remarkable personalities of our times. Supplementing his intimate acquaintance with 

Marshal Tito since the days of the Partisan war by a thorough study of the now 

considerable published material, the author vividly portrays Tito’s development from 

Communist conspirator to national resistance leader, his ruthless seizure of power, 

his dramatic estrangement from Moscow, and the final achievement of a unique 

position for himself and his country between the western and eastern camps. This 
book, which is admirably produced and contains excellent photographs, is at the 
same time an absorbing biography, a study in military history, and an objective 
survey of Eastern European politics since the First World War. It is likely long to 
remain a standard work in its field. (92) 
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THE MUSIC MASTERS. Vol, L From the Sixteenth Century to the 
time of Beethoven. Vol. IV. The Twentieth Century. Edited by A. L. Bacharach. 
Revised reprint. Penguin Books, 5s. each. 1957. 18 cm. 372: 416 pages. Chrono- 
logical index in Vol. IV. Paper covers. (Pelican Books) 

A revised reprint of these two volumes, together containing eighty-two biographies 

written by many expert hands. Some of the chapters were first published in 1935; 

they have stood the test of time and with the later accretions offer very good reading 

and remarkable value. To place the emphasis on the man as seen through his creative 
work was quite an original idea and a wise one. It is noteworthy that some of the 
less well-known composers are here treated at greater length than in the standard 

English dictionaries. (927°8)

THE AUSTRIAN ODYSSEY. Gordon Shepherd. Macmillan, 30s. 1957. 
22 cm. 316 pages. Illustrations. 2 maps. Bibliography. Index. 

This admirable study seeks to explain the background out of which the present 
independent nation-state of Austria has emerged, and the problems confronting it. 
The period specially discussed extends from 1866, when Bismarck expelled the 
Austrian Empire from the German Confederation, to 1955, when the second 
Austrian Republic was freed from the Four-Power occupation of the previous ten 
years. The later period, including the Civil War (1934) and the Anschluss (1938), is 
treated at length, and in a chapter on Austrian resistance during the Nazi occupation 
the author uses much unpublished material gleaned from personal contacts with some 
of the leaders. In a thoughtful section on present-day Austria the author, who has 
spent much time as a journalist in Vienna, gives his impressions of the problems that 
lie ahead, both for Austria and Europe. (943-6)

FRANCE: GOVERNMENT AND SOCIETY. Edited by J. M. 
Wallace-Hadrill and J. McManners. Methuen, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 284 pages. Maps. 
Bibliography. 
These twelve lectures, delivered in the University of Oxford, were planned with a 
definite purpose. They deal with the interaction of government and society in France 
from the earliest times to the Fourth Republic. They are not outline lectures: the 
audience was expected to be conversant with the essentials of French history, and the 
lectures provided rapid surveys of the most important specialist research of recent 
years, much of it only available in French monographs and learned journals. The 
result is an informative book, which students will find stimulating, and (through the 
bibliographical lists) a useful guide for advanced reading. (944) 


LIFE IN MEDIEVAL FRANCE. Joan Evans. Revised and newly 
illustrated edition. Phaidon Press, 32s.6d. 1957. 25 cm. 262 pages. 102 illustrations 
(6 in colour). Map. Bibliography. Index. 

Although published nearly thirty years ago, this introduction to the social life and 

the civilisation of medieval France can still hold its place. The links with Rome are 

admirably made in a chapter on France in the early middle ages, and this is followed 
by accounts of feudal society, town and monastic life, pilgrimage and crusade, learning 
and education. The novelty in this new edition—and it is one which makes the book 

a fresh contribution—is the inclusion of just over a hundred beautiful illustrations, 

selected with great taste from contemporary manuscripts and other sources.

A SHORT HISTORY OF NORWAY. T. K. Derry. Allen & Unwin, 
25s. 1957. 22 cm. 282 pages. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

This is an extremely useful outline of Norwegian History from early times to the 
Second World War and its aftermath. Dr. Derry lays stress on the social, economic 
and cultural ties between Norway and Great Britain and pays — attention to 
Norway’s remarkable development and achievement during the past century and a 
half. The yeneral reader will find this an admirable introduction to the Norwegian 
scene, well-written, concise and clear. Those readers who already possess some 
knowledge of Norwegian history will also find it useful, especially the Chronological 
Table and the excellent bibliography of modern works in English appended to the

INDIA AND CHINA. A Study of Cultural Relations. K. M. Panikkar. 
Asia Publishing House (Bombay, India), Rs. 4.75. 1957. 19 cm. 120 pages. Map. 

As a distinguished modern Indian historian, and as a recent Indian Ambassador to 
China, Sardar K. M. Panikkar is eminently qualified to discourse on relations between 
China and India through the ages and with special reference to modern times. His 
present work is brief: one could have wished that it dealt with the subject at greater 
length and in more detail; yet it opens up a fascinating field, scarcely known to the 
Western reader. The relations it traces are almost wholly one-way and they concern 
principally the influence of Bhuddism and Indian art upon China. (950)

ARABIAN DESTINY. Jacques Benoist-Méchin. Translated from the French 
by Denis Weaver. Elek Books, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 308 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 
Bibliography. Index. 

In the main this is the story of the late King Ibn Saud, his rise to power and the 

unification of the Arabs of the peninsula, his ripening diplomacy in dealing with the 

Great Powers and his skill in enlisting American help for the development of natural 

resources. It is a remarkable story, but there are notable omissions from the list of 

references. The author, in his history of the Middle East during this century, is highly 
critical of British policy and some of his conclusions are questionable, but, in view of 
the prevailing state of affairs in this area, this book should be read in conjunction with 
much else that is now being written. The translator adds an interesting epilogue at 


the end of the book. (953)

GLIMPSES OF MEDIEVAL INDIAN CULTURE. Yusuf Husain. 
Asia Publishing House (Bombay, India), Rs.7-14. 1957. 22°5 cm. 172 pages. Index. 
A series of five extension lectures by Dr. Yusuf Husain, Professor of History in 
Osmania University, Hyderabad. Indo-Muslim culture is both a compromise and a 
synthesis brought about by the impact of Islam on Indian life and thought. The 
author’s treatment of this fascinating study is perforce selective, but he succeeds in 
this scholarly work in demonstrating the influence of the Muslim impact on the 
cultural, religious and social life of the country. One significant result was the 
evolution and growth of a rich, composite language which became the vehicle of 
communication between Hindus and Muslims. (954)

BITTER LEMONS. Lawrence Durrell. Faber, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 256 pages. 
Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
The aura of Greece, her speech and landscape, reaches out in a great crescent, with 
Corfu and Istanbul as the extremities. Mr. Durrell has travelled widely within this 
arc and steeped himself in its language, history and ways of thought. He settled in 
Cyprus near the beautiful ruined abbey of Bellapaix and for half of his book dis- 
courses in his supple and lyrical prose upon history, scenery and the comedies of 
village life. The second half describes the tragedy of prescmt~lay politics. Mr. Durrell 
served as Public Information Officer and, through his association simultaneously 
with village and official life, is uniquely qualified to understand the motives of each. 
Political controversy does not come easily to his pen and he says little of the strategic 
considerations at stake; but his book is the most revealing yet published of the human 


realities on both sides which lie behind the headlines. (956-4)

CITY IN THE SAND. Mary Chubb. Bles, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 222 pages. 
Illustrations. Map. 

This is primarily an account of the author’s experiences as secretary for one season 
to the Iraq expedition of the Oriental Institute of Chicago at Tell Asmar. Under the 
direction of Professor Hans Frankfort, the expedition was excavating Eshnunna, a 
city state at one time subject to Ur. Miss Chubb gives a light, amusing account of the 
day-to-day activities of the party and of the tribesmen who worked with them. 
Without overlooking the hardships due to the harsh environment of the desert plains 
north-east of Baghdad, she dwells enthusiastically on the compensating thrills of 
discovery, whether it be the finding of a cylinder seal originating in far-off Mohenjo 
Daro, or the uncovering of the oldest known aqueduct at Sargon’s palace near 


Khorsabad. (956-7)

ANGKOR: ART AND CIVILIZATION. 194 photographs (some in 
colour) by Jacques Arthaud. Text by Bernard Groslier, translated from the French 
by Eric Earnshaw Smith. Thames & Hudson, 84s. 1957. 28 cm. 230 pages. Maps. 
Diagrams. Bibliography. 

Written by an expert in the archaeology of Indo-China, this is probably the most 

important book yet to appear in English on the ancient Khmer civilisation of Cam- 

bodia. Though the text is subordinate to the superb illustrations, all fully annotated, 
it contains a sufficiently full account of six centuries of Khmer history, culture, 
religion and art, with due stress on the importance of Indian influence. The main 
emphasis is naturally on Angkor, the ruins of which are one of the wonders of the 
world. Easy to read and a delight to look at, this book is important to all beginning 
or continuing a study of this astounding complex of perfectly wedded architecture 
and sculpture, which no lover of great art can afford to ignore. (959) 


Africa 

H. M. STANLEY: UNPUBLISHED LETTERS. Albert Maurice. 
Chambers, 21s. 1957. 25 cm. 200 pages. Illustrations. 2 maps. Bibliography. Index. 

M. Maurice presents a letter book for 1881 relating to Stanley’s expedition on behalf 

of King Leopold to establish stations on the lower Congo. Documentary sources for 

this episode are scarce, so that this is an important contribution to the modern history 
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of Africa. Stanley’s letters depict him not only contending with the physical and 
political difficulties but also with the ignorance and incompetence of his subordinate 
officers. Those addressed to King Leopold are frequently protests against the monarch’s 
impatience and failure to recognise the magnitude of the task he had entrusted to 
Stanley. To complete the story of the foundation of the Congo Free State, M. 
Maurice gives a history of the years 1877 to 1884, during which King Leopold, with 
Stanley’s assistance, transformed an international association into a territorial appanage 
solely dependent upon himself, an event in many respects the crucial point in the 
19th century history of Africa. (967) 


South Africa 


A HISTORY OF SOUTHERN AFRICA. Eric A. Walker. 3rd edition. 

Longmans, 60s. 1957. 22 cm. 998 pages. Maps (2 in colour). Bibliography. Index. 
The title previously given to this work—A History of South Africa—has been changed 
owing to the inclusion of additional material on the Rhodesias and Nyasaland. Since 
the second edition (1940), events of great significance have taken place in Southern 
Africa and the author has devoted some 230 pages to a vivid survey of the period 
1939-1955. In addition he has modified some of the earlier portions in the light of 
recent research. An account of recent controversial events by an author of pronounced 
opinions is not likely to be universally accepted, but this new material adds to the 
interest of the standard one-volume history of South Africa. The maps, twenty-page 
bibliography, and list of Executive Officers are among other features that enhance 
this book’s value to the student. (968)

THE CONQUISTADORS. Jean Descola. Translated from the French by 
Malcolm Barnes. Allen & Unwin, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 404 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 
Index. 

This is a translation of the first volume of a history of Spanish America by a distin- 

guished French scholar. Those readers who want a comprehensive account of the 

arrival of the Spanish in the New World, and an impartial analysis of the psychology 
of the Conquistadors, could very well begin with this book. Even those who know 

Prescott’s classic study might find instruction and entertainment here, for this work 

incorporates the findings of recent research. The author wears his learning lightly, and 

his vivid style will delight many readers. Students of Spanish American history will 

find the appendices particularly useful. (980)

THE BRAVE COWBOY. An Old Tale in a New Time. Edward Abbey. 
Eyre & Spottiswoode, 15s. 1957. 19 cm. 278 pages. 

Jack Burns, cowboy, rides into the city to get his friend Paul Bondi out of jail. But 
this is modern America: the sky is full of jet planes and television aerials, and Bondi 
is a prisoner not for cattle rustling or a killing, but for refusing to register under the 
Selective Service Act. Bondi is a philosophical, Burns a temperamental Anarchist. 
Burns gets into a fight and finds himself in the same prison as his friend whom he 
urges to escape. He himself escapes and becomes a hunted man, but the end is 
unexpected. This is a simple but compelling tale, strong in atmosphere and the heroic, 
myth-like quality of the traditional Western, but with a disconcerting twist. 
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ACROSS PARIS and other stories. Marcel Aymé. Translated from the French 
and with an introduction by Norman Denny. Bodley Head, 15s. 1957. 19 cm. 
254 pages. 

M. Aymé’s stories have not previously been translated into English. The selection 
offered here illustrates the exceptional versatility of his writing. He is capable of a 
mordant realism, as in the book's title-piece, probably his most brilliant story to date, 
which describes two black-marketeers’ trip with a pig across occupied Paris. But his 
more characteristic themes are satirical or fantastic—the murderer metamorphosed 
into a new-born baby in the condemned cell, or the circus dwarf who grows to 
normal proportions. The translation is excellent, although the quality of M. Aymé’s 
imagination is less easily exportable. 


THE CALLED AND THE CHOSEN. Monica Baldwin. Hamish Hamilton, 
1§S. 1957. 19 cm. 366 pages. 

Miss Baldwin’s autobiography I Leap Over the Wall told of her decision to leave the 
order of nuns of which she had been a member. Here, in a novel, she shows what 
taking up the religious life means to a young girl who, having sincerely believed in 
her vocation, is later swept by doubts. The book’s vivid and human picture of life 
in an enclosed community is of deep interest, while the study of Ursula, capable of 
rich spiritual experience, and also strongly responsive to the appeal of human love, 
raises problems of great importance about religion and life. 


THE POISONED CROWN. Maurice Druon. Translated from the French 

by Humphrey Hare. Hart-Davis, 15s. 1957. 20 cm. 224 pages. 
Translations of two earlier volumes have won recognition for this author in England 
as an historical novelist with an idiom of his own. His novels, complete in themselves, 
form a series dealing with the matrimonial affairs of the kings of 14th century France. 
This tale relates the events of the last months of Louis X’s reign, when the King takes 
as second wife the lovely Clemence of Hungary, and after a few months of happiness 
is poisoned by his cousin. The author gets his results by a great economy of style, and 
close attention to historical facts. 


AFTER THE LOCUST. Edward Fitzgerald. Jarrolds, 15s. 1957. 20 cm. 
296 pages. 

Mr. Fitzgerald has written a rather strange novel that, while it is sharply witty in 
treatment, is oddly moving at the same time. It deals with the period between the 
wars, when intellectuals of many countries looked upon Soviet Russia as a kind of 
spiritual home, and when fascism had just started to rear its head. Mr. Fitzgerald’s 
hero—Joachim Futterfels, a German writer whose sojourn with the communists was 
a marriage of convenience—is a very well-drawn character. In placing him and his 
political escapades against the background of Hitler’s rise to power, the author reveals 
not only a very intelligent grasp of politics, but a genuine ability to gauge the effects 
of political intrigue on ordinary people. 


THE ROOF-TOP and EURASIA. Philip Freund. Secker & Warburg, 18s. 
1957. 20 cm. 274 pages. 

This volume comprises the middle section of Mr. Freund’s ambitious trilogy, The 

Volcano God. His purpose is evidently to present a portrait of the intellectual character 

of our age. The scene is set in London early in the late war, and, as in the first volume, 

we listen in to the conversations of a group of research experts working at the British 

Museum Reading Room—a diplomat, a scientist, a student of literature and others. 
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Strung on a slender narrative thread, the novel is mainly a conversation-piece, some 
of the talk fascinating, some banal; it offers undeniably a cross-section of the ideas 
and illusions of intelligent Europeans. 


THE KIND YOUNG MAN. Mary Hacker. Cape, 15s. 1957. 19°5 cm. 
222 pages. 

In a party of young men on an oceanographical expedition are Oliver Simpson and, 
though he does not realise it at first, someone he wishes to find—the man whose 
behaviour was the reason for his sister’s tragic death. This man is no villain, but the 
most charming and beloved member of the party, and by the time Oliver discovers 
his identity he sees the situation in an entirely new light. This, Miss Hacker’s second 
novel, is an attractive book with a good story and lively characters. 


THE HIRELING. L. P. Hartley. Hamish Hamilton, 13s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 
248 pages. 

One of Mr. Hartley’s most notable gifts consists in his mastery of extremely diverse 
social backgrounds for his characters. Leadbitter, the hero of this novel, is an ex- 
regular soldier who has invested his savings in a car and is struggling to build up a 
car-hire business. He is patronised by a rich society widow who confides her remorse 
at her husband’s death, while he in return invents an imaginary domestic background 
for himself. The social barrier is not lifted, however, and the two remain in their 
separate worlds. A dramatic story written with all Mr. Hartley’s flair for describing 
complex intrigues between men and women. 


THE SUCCESS OF MARGOT MASTERS. Helen Howe. Macdonald, 
15S. 1957. 20 cm. 336 pages. 

The heroine of this novel first marries a promising young scientist whose old- 
established New England family is ruled with matriarchal firmness by his mother. 
Her second marriage to a writer takes her to Hollywood, where he hopes to succeed 
as a screen playwright. It is not he, however, but Margot who achieves fame, and the 
end of her story finds her a celebrated radio personality in New York and a lonely 
woman who has sacrificed the love of husbands and daughter to success. Miss Howe 
develops the central character with the same subtle mixture of detached impartiality 
and wise understanding which has made her one-woman shows on the London and 
New York stage so memorable. 


WAR IN THE BLOOD. Salvador de Madariaga. Collins, 15s. 1957. 20 cm. 
320 pages. 

Events depicted in this historical novel occur between 1537 and 1541 in the recently 
discovered and conquered Mexico. The fierce tensions arising from the miscegenation 
of Spaniard and Indian are typified by Rodrigo, son of a Conquistador by a princess- 
niece of Montezuma. His ambition to achieve full Spanish personality thwarted by 
his native appearance, he responds to the traditional blood-appeal of the Aztec 
mysteries and becomes involved in the secret warfare of the Indians against their 
masters. By accurate scholarship and the extensive use of dialogue and soliloquy, the 
author creates and maintains a sequence of dramatic situations which are colourful 
and exciting, if not always convincing. 


THE SCHOOLMISTRESS. Renée Massip. Translated from the French 
by Cecily Mackworth. Chatto & Windus, 15s. 1957. 19 cm. 212 pages. 


After the funeral of Madame Commun, schoolmistress in a small French provincial 
town, her daughter Claude retraces in her mind’s eye the events of a childhood and 
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youth spent under her mother’s domination. Imperious by nature and by training, the 
schoolmistress never shed her professional character of stern disciplinarian and denied 
her children both sympathy and tolerance. Yet, seen in retrospect, the harsh outlines 
of this seemingly intolerable mother-daughter relationship are softened by the bond 
of love which enables Claude to understand, and sympathise with, her dead mother. 
The book, which is skilfully translated, paints a convincing and wrily humorous 
picture of life in a small French community a generation or so ago. 


KNOCK OR RING. Michael Nelson. Cape, 15s. 1957. 19 cm. 256 pages. 
The general public is vaguely aware that a great deal is arranged in the antique 


business behind the scenes; the dealers follow a trade in which quick wits and bluff 


are at least as important as professional knowledge, or so the layman suspects, but the 
rules of the game remain a mystery to him. Mr. Nelson takes us backstage in this 
lively novel, which describes a bookseller’s quest for a Keats Bible amid the perilous 
labyrinth of a country auction. The intrigues and sudden reversals experienced within 
the organised ‘ring’ of dealers afford excellent material for comedy and the author 
makes the most of his expert knowledge. 


TALES OF THE LITTLE QUARTER. Jan Neruda. Translated from 

the Czech by Edith Pargeter. Heinemann, 15s. 1957. 20 cm. 304 pages. 
Jan Neruda died nearly seventy years ago and his book is a classic of Czech 19th 
century literature. A poet and journalist as well as a writer of fiction, he spent most 
of his life in Prague and these stories have immortalised the old quarter of the city. 
They describe with a Balzacian wealth of detail the typical inhabitants, tradespeople, 
students, doctors, mysterious recluses, and their adventures, duels, love-affairs, 
scandals and the like. The author reveals a boundless human curiosity and considerable 
skill in handling this rich store of material. 


REVOLUTION AND ROSES. P. H. Newby. Cape, 15s. 1957. 19°5 cm. 
256 pages. 

Mr. Newby has a notable talent for characterising the outlook of the Arab and the 
Levantine world. His new novel is set in Alexandria at the moment of General 
Neguib’s coup and King Farouk’s downfall. Events move swiftly. An English woman 
journalist is helped by an Anglo-Greek family to land illegally and is arrested by an 
energetic Egyptian officer, who falls in love with her. Like Mr. E. M. Forster, the 
author understands the potential importance of trivialities and, by representing this 
melodrama of nationalist feeling through a series of anti-climaxes, he makes the most 
of the human comedy inherent in such a situation. 


TIME WALKED. Vera Panova. Translated from the Russian. Harvill Press, 
12s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 178 pages. 

A beautifully written little story about the growing-up of Serioja, a little Russian boy 
of six. The author has projected herself with an extraordinary ioe of the imagination 
into the mind of a small child. We share his experiences: his mother’s second marriage 
to the kindly Korostelev, his first encounter with death, the serious illness he suffers, 
his view of relations sympathetic and cranky, his first bicycle, the bitterness of parting. 
The story gives, too, a very vivid picture of the everyday life of ordinary people in 
Russia. Although not a children’s book, it would almost certainly give pleasure to 
readers of any age. 
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THE ROCK. Warren Tute. Cassell, 16s. 1957. 20-5 cm. 404 pages. Map. 

The background of this fine novel is Gibraltar. The time is from before World War Il 
until the mounting of the landings in North Africa. The theme is government, 
patriotism, treachery, love and loyalty. The characters range from the Governor and 
Commander-in-Chief to an ordinary seaman—and they one and all come alive. 
Against martial history a moving story is told, in which, perhaps for the first time in 
recent fiction, the old families of Gibraltar play their full part. The author is a serious 
novelist who has never written better. 


PALMA. Daniele Varé. Methuen, 15s. 1957. 19 cm. 224 pages. 

The heroine of the title is the natural daughter of a strange alliance between a Sicilian 
of ancient lineage and a Russian nun at the time of the Boxer Revolt. The narrator, 
travelling to China en poste, undertakes to trace the girl, who turns out to be an 
attractive but disconcerting adolescent. The story recounts her adventures, indis- 
cretions and, finally, her marriage to a French nobleman. If the plot sometimes hovers 
a trifle uncertainly between fact and fiction, nobody can handle it with more ease 
and assurance than Signor Varé, and his book appeals especially on account of his 
reminiscences of diplomatic life in the old China. 


THE ORDEAL OF GILBERT PINFOLD. A _ Conversation Piece. 

Evelyn Waugh. Chapman & Hall, 12s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 192 pages. 
The hero of Mr. Waugh’s new book is a middle-aged popular novelist of irascible 
character. His health suddenly deteriorates and he starts on a winter cruise, on which 
he finds himself pursued at all hours by a chorus of threatening voices. Gilbert Pinfold 
is in fact a thinly disguised version of Mr. Waugh himself, who recently suffered a 
similar attack of hallucinations. Such an experience may be presented in terms either 
of horror or of farce. Mr. Waugh chooses the latter and handles this curious theme 
with his usual narrative deftness, although perhaps at too great a length to rank with 
the best of his jokes. 


MADELEINE FERAT. Emile Zola. Translated from the French by Alec 
Brown. Elek Books, 16s. 1957. 20 cm. 266 pages. 

This early work of Zola’s stands apart from any of his novel sequences as a separate 
love-drama, in which family or society play comparatively little part. It employs, as 
Zola often does, a current pseudo-scientific theory, namely that a woman’s first love 
affair may dominate all her later relationships. The heroine before her marriage has 
lived with a man who vanishes from her life, but with his reappearance her loyalty 
to her husband is swept away. The plot leans heavily on coincidence but its real 
interest is in the characterisation of husband and wife, two brilliantly drawn figures 
who act out a story of remarkable tension. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 
THE PRISONER. Pierre Boileau and Thomas Narcejac. Translated from 
the French by Geoffrey Sainsbury. Hutchinson, 12s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 192 pages. 

Two French prisoners escape from Germany during the war and make for Lyons, 
where one of them has a pen-friend whom he has never met. At the last moment he 
is killed by accident and his comrade decides to assume his identity. The deception 
works; or so, at first, it would appear. This cynical, brilliantly written thriller is a 
masterpiece of tension, and the translation is equal in standard. 
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BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 

Fiction 

THE HELPFUL GIANT. Eileen Arthurton. Macmillan, 8s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 

146 pages. Illustrations by Jennetta Vise. 

A giant discovered on the seashore proves to be such an affable creature that the little 
town of Merely promptly adopts him and his two pets, a dragon and an elephant. 
Many odd things happen because of his eager efforts to be helpful, which are not 
always as successful as he would like them to be. But the people of Merely grow so 
attached to him that they finally make him Mayor. Children of 10-12 will be vastly 
entertained by his adventures, which are related with just the right mixture of humour 
and sentiment. 


SON OF COLUMBUS. Hans Baumann. Translated from the German by 
Isabel and Florence McHugh. Oxford University Press, 12s.6d. 19$7. 22 cm. 254 
pages. Illustrations by William Stobbs. 

A historical novel for children of eleven upwards, based on the early life of Fernan 

Columbus, the son of the ‘Admiral of the Ocean Sea’. The main episode is Christopher 

Columbus's fourth voyage of discovery, on which the young Fernan accompanied 

him. The ill-found expedition, secking gold and a passage to Cathay, came close to 

total disaster on the coast of Central America. The author constructs an intriguing 
and colourful narrative out of the troubles which continually threatened the Admiral 

—official disapproval, poorly equipped ships, tropical storms, the hostility of the 

Indians, and a mutinous crew—and the manner in which they were faced and over- 

come. 


YUGOSLAV FOLK-TALES. Re-told by Nada Curéija-Prodanovié. Oxford 
University Press, 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 220 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by Joan 
Kiddell-Monroe. (Oxford Myths and Legends) 

A delightful book delightfully produced to appeal to all ages. The author has related 

twenty-nine popular tales, some of them fairy-stories, others anecdotes of peasant 

craftiness of the kind familiar in all folk literatures, and has adapted and rendered 
them in an elegant and humorous English style. As might be expected in any such 
collection some of the themes are clearly oriental or Greek in origin, while others are 
common to almost every nation in the world; but all are given an unmistakably 
Yugoslav flavour. The illustrations are as good as the text, which is saying a great deal. 


THE BLUE ELEPHANTS. David Fletcher. Hutchinson, 10s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 
176 pages. Illustrations by Doritie Kettlewell. 

The London suburb of Hampstead in modern times is the setting of this unusual 
fantasy—a fairy-tale Hampstead, where astonishing things happen. Phoebe Ann is 
expecting a visit from a little Indian boy, and when a little Indian boy turns up her 
parents never guess that he is not the right one. They never see the mysterious blue 
elephants which he causes to materialise and de-materialise, nor do they guess that he 
is the rightful owner of Great-Aunt Violet’s favourite parrot. Imaginative children 
of about eight to ten will get much pleasure from this odd and entertaining book. 


ISLAND HIDEAWAY. Margaret Govan. Dent, 10s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 184 pages. 
Illustrations (1 in colour) by Jerry Lazare. 

This adventure story with a Canadian background has an original twist: it concerns 

a ‘refugee’ from commercial television, in hiding from two parties who want him 
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to sign contracts sponsored by, respectively, a firm of soap-manufacturers and the 
producers of a patent breakfast food. A family of five high-spirited children help him, 
and with their knowledge of the wild and beautiful country of northern Canada they 
have no difficulty in confounding the forces of publicity. For girls aged 11-15. 


MYSTERY AT MYCENAE. An Adventure Story of Ancient Greece. 
Roger Lancelyn Green. Bodley Head, 10s.6d. 1957. 20°5 cm. 138 pages. Illustrations 
by Margery Gill. 

Everybody knows that Paris carried off Menelaus’s wife from Sparta, but not so 

many that Helen had also been kidnapped while she was still an unmarried girl. 

This is the legend from which Mr. Green has elaborated for young readers of 12-16 

a detective novel of the Homeric world. He has written a fast-moving story which 

makes excelient use of his knowledge of the back-alleys of Greek mythology. 

Odysseus appropriately plays the sleuth and when the author springs the identity of 


the criminal it is a well-kept surprise. 


THE RED BALLOON. Albert Lamorisse. Translated from the French by 
Malcolm Barnes. Allen & Unwin, 12s.6d. 1957. 31 cm. 48 pages. Photographs (7 in 
colour) from the film The Red Balloon. 

Any child of 5-7 should enjoy this most attractive book of photographs taken from 

the French film, The Red Balloon. There are some original shots of odd corners of 

Paris and some fine studies of Parisians young and old. The story is told with great 

charm and simplicity: a lonely little boy, with a stern mother, finds a magic balloon 

tied to a lamp-post. It follows him everywhere, even to school and church. A gang 
of boys trying to capture it bursts it with a stone. Suddenly the air is filled with 
balloons, which lift the little boy into the sky and carry him away. 


TRAVELS OF A NURSERY NURSE. Beatrice Lloyd. Chatto & Windus, 
8s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 144 pages. Frontispiece. (A Mary Dunn Career Novel) 
TOM RUNS A HOTEL. John Wiles. Chatto & Windus, 8s.6d. 1957. 
19 cm. 140 pages. (Chatto Career Books for Boys) 
The children’s nurse of old who reached her position via that of nursery-maid is giving 
way to the young professional whose training has been theoretical as well as practical, 
and for whom a variety of openings in work among young children is available. 
Girls of 14-16 who like the idea of being with young children will enjoy Miss Lloyd’s 
book, and learn much from the adventures of her engaging heroine. ‘Hotel Manage- 
ment’, the hero of Mr. Wiles’s book is told, ‘is not just a job but a profession, and to 
do it properly one must be trained’. The training is very comprehensive, ranging from 
cookery to hotel law, and on the practical side it includes experience abroad. Tom 
Runs a Hotel covers the ground amusingly and instructively; it is meant for boys aged 


14-16, but will probably appeal also to girls who are attracted by the idea of a career 
in catering. 


THE SECRET OF SMUGGLERS’ WOOD. R. J. McGregor. Penguin 
Books, 3s. 18 cm. 240 pages. Illustrations by Elizabeth Andrews. Paper covers. 
(Puffin Story Books) 

This adventure story has nearly everything in it that young addicts of the genre could 

wish for: secret passages, sinister servants, secret service agents, adventures on an 

island and adventures at sea, with a camping holiday and a village concert thrown in, 


and a satisfyingly mysterious crime which is not detected till the end of the book. 
For boys and girls of 11-14. 
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THE RUBY RING. Mrs. Molesworth. Harvill Press, 7s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 
160 pages. Frontispiece by Astrid Walford. 
A reprint of a classic children’s story by a famous writer of children’s books in the 
late 19th century. Mrs. Molesworth has a wonderful narrative gift, always keeping 
the reader alert and guessing. In this story about Sybil, the discontented little girl who 
was able, through her magic ruby ring, to change into other forms and, thankfully, 
back again, she blends magic and reality with great skill and reveals her strong talent 
for characterisation. This is writing for children at its best. Suitable for the 7-10s. 


THE TAPESTRY ROOM. Mrs. Molesworth. Harvill Press, 7s.6d. 1957. 
19 cm. 166 pages. Frontispiece by Astrid Walford. 

Another welcome reprint of a children’s classic by a famous Victorian writer of 
children’s stories who has remained a steady favourite for four generations. In this 
one she mingles fantasy and everyday life with her usual charm and skill. In the 
tapestry room of a rambling old house, Jeanne and her English cousin, Hugh, are led 
into strange and wonderful adventures by a raven who whisks them off to the Forest 
of Rainbows, the land of frogs, the lake where they hear the swan’s song, and the 
little hall of cats. A story for all ages, but particularly for those of 7-10. 


THE ADVENTURES OF THE UPSIDE-DOWN TREE. Krishnalal 
Shridharani. Asia Publishing House (Bombay, India), Rs.7-8. 1957. 19 cm. 232 pages. 
Illustrations by Jean de Lemos. 

This is an unusual book, suitable for children and grown-ups of all ages, because it can 
be read at two levels: that of fairy-tale and fantasy and that of the wise and witty 
fable commenting on the times. The link in the chain of stories, many of them taken 
from Indian folk-lore and mythology, is the Upside-Down Tree, which grows 
downwards from half way between sky and earth. Through thirty-two stories, the 
vagaries of human behaviour, moral, political, academic, are gently satirised. Welfare 
states, five-year plans, tycoons, wars, poetry, academies, all are lightly and deftly 
mocked, and it says much for the author’s skill that it is all so enjoyable and un- 
obtrusive. 


NEW GIRL AT BALLET SCHOOL. Constance M. White. Hutchinson, 
8s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 192 pages. 

A good tale, free of the wilder improbabilities the subject invites. Set in a ballet 

boarding school in the country, it concerns the young daughter of a dancer, her 

protégée from a circus family, and some problems of loyalty and discipline, solved 

eventually with luck and commonsense. For twelve-year-olds. 


Non-fiction 

THE BOOK OF FLAGS. Vice-Admiral Gordon Campbell and I. O. Evans. 
3rd edition. Oxford University: Press, 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 128 pages. Illustrations (some 
in colour). Index. 

First published in 1950, this is the third edition of a popular standard book on the 

flags of the world. It includes a biographical note on Admiral Campbell, one of the 

original compilers, who died in 1953. Its range includes the origin, significance and 

use of flags of the British Commonwealth; the U.S.A.; Europe; Asia and Africa, 

Central and South America. Appendices give rules for the hoisting of flags in the 

United Kingdom. Young readers of fifteen and over who are interested in the subject 

will find it an admirable guide, as will many older people. 
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SAILING AND SHIPS FOR YOU. John Gunn. Lutterworth Press, 12s.6d. 
1957. 20°5 cm. 178 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 

In view of the constantly increasing interest of young people in sailing, this practical 

book, giving information about such subjects as the theory of seamanship, tides, buoys, 

knots, and an outline of shipbuilding, will be of value, particularly to boys aged 10-15. 

The author has had considerable experience in the Navy, and never fails to illustrate 

his sections from incidents in his own career. This makes for lively reading. 


TRANSISTORS WORK LIKE THIS. Egon Larsen. Phoenix House, 
gs.6d. 1957. 25 cm. 64 pages. Illustrations by F. H. Newell. Index. 

Any boy of fourteen or over with a capacity for understanding scientific and technical 
matters will enjoy reading this book, and it will interest a number of adults also. 
Mr. Larsen, who has an easy style, but a little tendency to ramble, covers the definition, 
a simplified theory of operation, and the uses of the transistor; a special appeal to the 
constructively-minded is provided by instructions for making a transistor-operated 
radio receiver. The final chapter deals with ‘Careers in Transistor Electronics’. 


TOP-LINK LOCOMOTIVES. Norman McKillop. Nelson, 12s.6d. 1957. 
20°5 cm. 202 pages. Illustrations. 


This book is designed for boys aged 9-12, judging by the enthusiastic young characters 
who are shown in the cabs of the steam, diesel and electric locomotives which are the 
subject of this book. The author takes the reader for a run on the footplate between 
Edinburgh and London and between London and Newhaven, the first train steam- 
hauled and the other electric. By means of lively conversations he explains the working 


of the most modern machines, and he is even able to make electronics intelligible to 
the young. 


THE THAMES FLOWS DOWN. Laurie Osmond. Oxford University Press, 
I$s. 1957. 25 cm. 84 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by Edward Osmond. 
Maps. 

A British statesman once called the Thames ‘liquid history’. This story of the Thames 

as it is interwoven with the story of Britain through the ages would justify that 

assertion. The geological evolution of the Thames basin is shown creating a geo- 
graphical environment that controlled various commercial, economic, political and 
social activities. The characteristics of each section of the river are dealt with: scenery, 
towns and the chief buildings, place names, historical events, bridges, shipping, docks 
and trade all receive attention. There are clear line drawings and coloured aerial 
pictures. This is a most attractive and useful book for young readers of 11-16. 


FINDING FOSSIL MAN. Robin Place. Rockliff, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 126 
pages. Illustrations. Line drawings by Charles Green. Index. 


Robin Place has succeeded in doing a very difficult thing: she has written an account 
of evolution readily comprehensible to a child of eleven or twelve. The first nine 
chapters deal with evolution as far as the appearance of the primates, and here she has 
adopted a novel way of showing what legacy each of the great groups has left to man. 
The strict biologist might be offended at Lamarckian explanations but it is difficult 
to avoid this in an elementary account. In the succeeding chapters she describes in a 
most enthralling way all the lines of men and near-men at present known and the 
clues which led to their discovery. An older reader would appreciate this part of the 


book. The numerous tables, line drawings and excellent photographs are a valuable 
feature. 
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EXPLORING THE ROCKS. Christopher Trent. Phoenix House, 9s.6d. 
19 cm. 168 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Index. (Excursions Series) 


This attractively produced book should certainly stimulate and assist those interested 
in understanding the landscape around them. The characteristics of rocks, the manner 
in which they have been formed, the classification and finding of fossils, the forces 
which have shaped the earth’s surface and the continual changes which it is under- 
going are all clearly explained. The final chapter gives some practical hints on starting 
the study of geology. It is curious that the author does not define the term ‘rock’ in 
so many words. Occasionally, and perhaps unavoidably, there is a tendency to over- 
simplification, but the book can be recommended to young people who would like 
an introduction to geology. The photographs are excellent. 


HOW LOCAL GOVERNMENT WORKS. Honor Wyatt. Bodley Head, 
9s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations. 
This book is suitable for the school library and of interest to children in the 11-12 age 
roup. It explains, with attractive illustrations, how local government in England 
an and how it has developed. Among other useful information it describes the 
duties of the mayor, the town clerk and other officers, explains the working of local 
politics and the rating system, and the procedure at local election and committee and 
council meetings. Finally it gives useful hints on the kind of information about local 
government which can be obtained by reading newspapers. 
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
